ble ſuch a Force in the Guntoor Circar, as might enable me to fulfil the Subſidiary 
Engagements of the Company under the new Treaty, at the earlieſt poſſible Period 
ſubſequent to its Concluſion. This Meaſure was executed with the utmoſt Degree 
of Promptitude and Alacrity by Lieutenant General Harris (at that Time uniting in 
his Perſon the Offices of Governor of Fort St. George, and Commander in Chief 
on the Coaſt of Coromandel); to whoſe Zeal and Public Spirit, and prompt Obe- 
dience on all Occafions wherein I have entruſted him with the Execution of my 
Orders, I am happy to be able to bear this public Teſtimony. 


206. The Britiſh Detachment under the Command of Lieutenant Colonel Roberts 
reached Hyderabad on the 1oth of October; and on the 22d October, under the 
Orders of His Highneſs the Nizam, and with the Co-operation of a Body of his 
Cavalry, ſurrounded the Camp of the French Army, diſarmed all the Sepoys, and 
ſecured the Perſons of all the French Officers then in the Camp. . 


| 27. This 8 was happily effected without Bloodſhed and without Conteſt. 
A Mutiny having broken out in the French Camp on the preceding Day, and the 
Sepoys having impriſoned their Officers, the Reſident at Hyderabad and Lieutenant 
Colonel Roberts, with the Conſent of the Nizam, judiciouſly availed themſelves of 


this favourable Opportunity to execute this important Meaſure without Difficulty 


or Danger. 
28. The Amount of the French Force diſarmed on this Occaſion, was about 
11,000 Men, from which Circumſtance your Honorable Court will obſerve that a 


Part of the Corps was abſent on Detachment, as wil! appear by Reference to the Re- 
D turn,

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turn, N? 2, of the French Officers arreſted on the 22d of October; Meaſures have 

been taken for the Arreſt of thoſe who commanded the detached Force. The French 
Officers, by my particular Orders, were treated with every practicable Degree of 
Attention and Humanity, At the Period of their Arreſt by our Troops, their Perſons 
were in Confinement, and their Lives in Danger, from the Mutiny prevailing in their 
Camp; and the greateſt Difficulty which Colonel Roberts encountered was, that of 
reſcuing the impriſoned Officers from the Violence of their own Sepoys. Particular 
Care was taken to ſave the Property of the Officers for their Uſe, as well as to obtain 
for them ſuch Arrears of Pay and Allowances as were due to them from His Highneſs. 
Captain Kirkpatrick informs me, that he has been completely ſucceſsful in effecting 
both theſe deſirable Objects. The French Officers are now on their Paſſage to this 
Preſidency on board the Bombay Frigate, which I had previouſly ſtationed at Maſuli- 
patam for their Accommodation : On their arrival at Calcutta, it is my Intention to 
receive them with the Conſider ation due to their reſpective Ranks, and to allow them 
every Indulgence compatible with the Security of their Perſons. I propoſe to ſend 

them to Europe by the earlieſt wr as ufivg the * of diſperſing them 
in different Ships. | 


29. On their Arrival i in England, I have engaged that they ſhall not be treated as 
Priſoners of War, but ſhall be immediately tranſported to France, without ſuffering any 
Detention for an Exchange of Priſoners. The Treaty under which this Meaſure was 
executed, has been already forwarded overland to your Secret Committee, and 2 it now 
forms a Number of the Secret Diſpatch by the Eurydice. 


30. The Effect of the Meaſure will, I truſt, be highly nde to your Poli- 
tical Intereſts in the Peninſula of India. The Britiſh Subſidiary Force now ſtationed 
in the Dominions of His Highneſs the Nizam, while it muſt tend to cement the Con- 
nection between the Company and that Prince, and to render him a more uſeful and 
efficient Ally in the Event of War, will operate at all Times as an effectual Protection 
to your Poſſeſſions in the Northern Circars.; and the total Subverſion of the French 
Influence in the Decan, under all the Circumſtances of the preſent Moment, is an 
Event from which I expect to derive, not only additional Security for your Territories, 


| bur for the general Tranquillity of India. 


31. Among your Servants who have been concerned in the Execution of my 
Orders on this Occafion, I have already recommended Lieutenant-General Harris to

10 32. Upon the Refignation of Colonel Kirk patrick, I took Occafion to manifeſt 
my Senſe of Captain Kirkpatrick's Merits, by appointing him Reſident at the Court 
of the Nizam. | 


33. To the Ability and Temper of Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts, acting under 
the judicious Inſtructions of the Reſident, I attribute the complete and ſatisfactory 
Execution of the Articles ef the Treaty relating to the Diſmiſſion of the French Army; 
and his conciliatory and humane Conduct towards the Officers deſerves the higheſt 
Commendation. | 


34+ The Rumours which have prevailed of the intended Approach of Zeman 
Shah to the Frontier of Hindoſtan, although of a vague and contradictory Nature, 
appeared to me not wholly undeſerving of Attention; and I have the Satisfaction to 
inform you, that every poſſible Precaution has been taken for the effectual Defence 
of the Frontier of Oude. I am happy to be able to inform you, that altheugh 1 
found the Subſidy of the Nabob Vizier confiderably in Arrear, I have ſucceeded in 
perſuading his Excellency to diſcharge a large Part of it; and, in Juſtice to his Ex- 
cellency, I am bound to declare, that I have found him ſincerely diſpoſed to fulfil 
his Engagements under the Treaty concluded by Lord Teignmouth, and to manifeſt 
on every Occaſion a cordial Attachment to the Intereſts of the Company. The Situ- 
ation of Affairs on the Coaſt of Coromandel, and the Neceſſity of providing againſt 
the poſſible Event of War with Tippoo Sultaun, have hitherto prevented me from 
viſiting the Upper Provinces. But I have not been unmindful of the Affairs of Oude; 
and I truſt that I ſhall ſoon be able to turn my undivided Attention to the Improve- 
ment of the Civil and Military Eſtabliſhments of the Nabob Vizier. 


35. Although I have deemed it my Duty to call your Armies into the Field 
in every Part of India, my Views and Expectations are all directed to the Preſerva- 
tion of Peace, which, in the preſent Criſis, cannot otherwiſe be ſecured than by a 
State of forward Preparation for War. In the mean while, you may rely on my 
unremitting Efforts to confine your Expences within the moſt narrow Limits, and 


to riſe your commercial inveſtment to the higheſt Scale compatible wich the indiſ-

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penſable Neceſſity of providing for the Security of your Poſſeſſions. In the Execu- 
tion of my Orders for the Protection of your Territories on the Coaſt of Malabar, 

I am much indebted to the Zeal and Diligence of Mr. Duncan and General Stuart; 
and the Vigilance and Firmneſs manifeſted by the Government of Bombay, on the 
firſt Intelligence of the Progreſs of the French Arms in Egypt, have obtained my 
public and cordial Approbation. It is alſo a peculiar Satisfaction to me to inform 
your Honorable Court, that I have received from Lord Clive the moſt ready and 
honorable Support in the Preparations for the Defence of the Carnatic; and that, 
repoſing the moſt implicit Confidence in his Lordſhip's anxious Solicitude for the 
Proſperity of the general Adminiſtration of your Affairs entruſted to my Hands, as 
well as in his affiduous Attention to the peculiar Duties of his own Station, I expect 

to derive confiderable Benefit to-your Service from a ſincere Union with him, in the 
important Taſk of preſerving and 1 * the Intereſts committed to our joint

36. Notwithſtanding he great ſtrength: of the military force now in India, I 
have deemed it my Duty, for the further Security of this Prefidency, to embody

The conſideration of this inconvenience is the principal mo- 
tive, which bas induced me to proceed to this Preſidency ; and JI am happy to take 
this opportunity of declaring, that I ſhould not have felt my pre ſence to have been 
it all requiſite for the purpoſe of adding energy of vigour to ſuch branches of the 
public fervice, as fall within the particulat duty of this Government, —l : am per- | 
fectly fatisfied with the conduct of this Government, in the reſpectable hands to 
which it bas been committed; and I am perſuaded that T ſhould always. have. found 
the ſame cordial, manly, and honourable ſupport from your Lordſhip i in Council, 
which has already obtained the public teſtimpny of my unqualified approbation. 
My object, therefore, in taking my ſeat. at this Board, is no other than to depriye

' negotiation, he formally received his Ambaſſadors, and the French Officers, and 
principal perſons, in their ſuite, with public and extraordinary marks of honor and 
diſtinction; and finally, he admitted the greater part of the French force raiſed for 
the purpoſe of making war upon the Honorable Compeny, into his leryice, in which 
it is ſtill entertained. / 


22. By this public and unequivocal ſanction, he muſt be conſidered, not only 
to have perſonally ratified the engagements contained in the proclamation of the 
Governor General of the Iſle of France, but to have taken the preliminary meaſures 
for accompliſhing the deſign which the Ambaſſadors had avowed in his name. 


223. Tippoo Sultaun therefore, having actually concluded offenſive and defen- 
_ five engagements with the French againſt the Honorable Company; having collected, 

by the aid of the French, a force openly deſtined to carry / thoſe engagements into 
effect; having applied to the Executive Directory of France for a more powerful 
force deſtined to the ſame end; having ſignified; through his publie Ambaſſadors, to the 
enemy, that bis preparations for war (as far as they depended upon himſelf) were 
actually complete; having avowed the object of thoſe preparations to be the ſub- 
verſion of the Britſh Empire in India; and finally, having declared the delay of the 
meditated blow to proceed from no other cauſe, than his expectation of receiving 
further aid from the enemy; I could not hefitate to pronounce, that he had flagrantly 
violated the treaties of peace ſubſiſting between him and the Honorable Company; 
and that he had committed an act of direct mn and ane n the Briciſh 


Government in India. 


24. To confirm the concluſions be reſulting from the facts already 
ſtated, I received undoubted information, that Tippoo Sultaun had, for ſome time 
paſt, been employed in military preparations, conformably to the hoſtile ſpirit of his 
engagements with the enemy ; that the greater part'of his army was actually in a 
ſtate of equipment for the field ; and that a large portion of it was _ encamped 


under his perſonal command. 


25. To your Honorable Cham it would be ſuperfluous to obſerve, that n no peo⸗ 
vocation had been offered by any of your Governments in India, to juſtify or to pal- 
liate any act of hoſtility, or even any emotion of jealouſy or ſuſpicion, on the part of 


Tippoo Sultaun; but I think it neceſſary to remark in this place, that at the very 
| ; 86 moment 
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moment of receiving the authentic copy of the proclamation iflued in the Iſie of 
France, I had ordered the difputed diſtrict of Wynaad to be delivered to the Sultaun, 
after a public acknowledgement of the juſtice of his claim to that poſſeſſion, and I 
had propoſed to open an amicable negotiation for the purpoſe of adjuſting his recent 
claims to a part of the diſtrict of Coorga, on ſimilar principles of equity, en to 
the tenor of the ſeventh article of the treaty of Seringapatam. 


26. The Sultaun himſelf had not attempted to alledge even the pretext of a 
grievance againſt the Britiſh Government. In his letters to Sir John Shore (written a 
ſhort time before the return of the Myſorean Ambaſſadors from the Iſle of France, 
and received at Fort William on the 26th April, 1798, the day on which the F rench 
force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, ** That his friendly heart is diſpoſed to 
« pay every regard to truth and juſtice, and to ſtrengthen the foundation of harmony 
and concord between the two'nations;” and he ſignifies his defire, that * Sir John 
« Shore would impreſs Lord Mornington with a ſenſe of * eee gg e pe en f 
6 ſo firmly ſubſiſting between the two States.” | | 


27. This is not the language of hoſtility, nor eyen of diſcontent. From what 
diſpoſition in the friendly heart of the Sultaun theſe amicable profeſſions have pro- 
ceeded, how they are connected with a regard to truth and juſtice, or calculated to. 
ſtrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord, and to impreſs me wich a ſenſe 
of the firmneſs of the Sultaun's friendſhip, your Honorable. Court can now determine 
without difficulty, fince it is now proved, that theſe letters were written at the very 
criſis when he was in anxious expectation of the hourly arrival of that military ſue- 
cour which he had earneſtly ſolicited from the enemy, for the expreſs Purpoſe of 
commencing a war of aggreſſion againſt the Company's poſſeſſions. 


28. That Tippoo Sultaun had not yet received the effectual ſuccour adick he 
had ſolicited from the French, might have been aſcribed either to the diſtracted ſtate of 
the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of zeal in his cauſe, or to the raſhneſs and 
imbecility of his own councils; but neither the meaſure of his hoſtility, nor of our 
right to reſtrain it, nor of our danger from it, were to be eſtimated by the magnitude 
of the force which he had actually obtained, for I knew that his demands of military 
affiſtanee wete unlimited; I knew that they were addreſſed not merely to the Govern- 
ment of the Mauritius, but to the Executive Directory of France, and I could not 
aſcertain how ſoon, either by ſome revolution in the Government of the Mauritius, 
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or by direct intercourſe with France, thoſe demands might be ſatisfied to the full ex- 


tent of his acknowledged expectations. 
29. Under all theſe circumſtances an immediate attack upon Tippoo Sultaun, 


for the purpoſe of fruſtrating the execution of his unprovoked and unwarrantable 
projects of ambition and revenge, appeared to me to be demanded by the ſoundeſt 


max ims, both of juſtice and policy. 

30. The act of Tippoo Sultaun's Ambaſſadors, ratified by himſelf, and fol- 
lowed by the admiſſion of a French force into his army, was equivalent to a public, 

unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war. But while his hoſtile purpoſe had 

been clearly manifeſted, the immediate means of accompliſhing it had happily diſ- 

appointed the ardour of his hopes. 

31. The inconſiderable amount of the aid which he had already received from 
the French, while it could not be conſtrued as a limitation of my juſt right to vin- 
dicate the public ſafety, afforded a ſtrong argument of policy in favour of attacking 
this deſperate, implacable, and treacherous enemy, before he could either complete 
the improvement of his own army, under the French officers whom he had already ad- 
mitted into his ſervice, or could receive a further acceſſion of ſtrength, under the 


progreſſive operation of his alliance with France. 

32. In the moment of his comparative weakneſs, of his diſappointment, and 
probable dejection, the principles of juſtifiable ſelf-defence, and of prudential pre- 
caution, required that we ſhould ſtrike ſuch an inſtantaneous blow againſt his power 
and reſources, as ſhould preclude the poſſibility of his deriving any ſubſtantial advan - 
tage from the aid of France, whenever it might reach his dominions. 


33. Such was the tenor of my opinions as early as the 2oth of June, 1798. 
Although at that early period I could not aſcertain from what quarter the French 
would attempt to affiſt the Sultaun, I recorded my conviction that ſome attempt to 
aſſiſt him would be among the carlieſt of their operations. The concluſion of peace upon 
the Continent of Europe, the weak ſtate of eur allies in India (particularly of the Ni- 
zam,whoſe councils and army were at that period ſubjected to the overbearing influence 
of a powerful French faction) might appear both to Tippoo and to France to offer 
a favourable crifis for the attack of the Britiſh Poſſeſſions in India, The diſpoſition - 
of the-French Government to attempt ſuch an enterprize has never been diſguiſed, . 


and although I had not obtained poſitive proof that any formal and regular corre- 
ſpondence- 


= 
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ſpondence betiveen Tippoo Sultaun and the Executive Directory of France, had 
exiſted, previous to the embaſſy and letters which arrived at the Mauritius in January 
1798, yet the nature of that tranſaction afforded a ſtrong preſumption that a previous 
intercouſe of the ſame hoſtile character had taken place. This preſumption was 
further corroborated by my certain knowledge, that for ſome time paſt various 
emiſſaries of France had reached the councils of Tippoo Sultaun, and that through 
their repreſentations he had been taught to entertain a * expectation of ſpeedy 
and effectual ſupport. | | 


34+ Even admitting that this expectation was likely to be fruſtrated, either by 
a failure of faith on the part of France, or by the vigilance and ſuperior power of 
His Majeſty's fleets, I was apprized that Tippoo had alſo diſpatched an embaſly to 


Zemaun Shah, the object of which could be no other than to encourage that Prince 


in the proſecution of his long threatened invaſion of Hindoſtan. The whole tenor of 
my advices from the north-weſtern countries' of Hindonſtan, led me to believe that 
Zemaun Shah would croſs the Attock, and would endeavour to purſue his. avowed 
project of invaſion in the courſe of the enſuing ſeaſon; and it appeared probable that 
his approach, which muſt neceſſarily engage the attention of the army in Bengal, 
might be the ſignal to Tippoo Sultaun for an irruption into the Carnatic. 


35. In addition to theſe confiderations, it appeared by no means improbable, 
that the impetuoſity of Tippoo'Sultaun's temper, exaſperated by the aſſiduous and un- 
remitting inſtigations of the emiſſaries of France, might break forth into hoſtilities 
without waiting for the actual movement of any Indian or European Ally. His late 


embaſſy to the Iſle of France, ſufficiently manifeſted a diſpoſition capable of purſuing 


its favourite object of vengeance againſt the Britiſh Nation with more zeal than diſcre- 


tion. It is my duty further to remark, that in the month of Fune 1798, the diſtri- 


bution and condition of the army on the Coaſt of Coromandel, to which I ſhall advert 
more fully in a ſubſequent part of this diſpatch, offered but too ſtrong a temptation 
to the enterprize of a faithleſs and active enemy. Under ſuch circumſtances it would 
have been an unmanly and weak policy to have confided the ſafety of the Carnatic 
to the precarĩous forbearance of Tippoo Sultaun, or to have leſt him any longer in 


the undiſturbed poſſeſſion of the powerful advantage of being able to chuſe, accord- 


ing to his convenience, the time and mode of the attack which he had openly me- 
naced. | 


* 1 therefore recorded my decided nn, that it was Anni to aſſemble 5 
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the armies on the Coaſt of Coromandel and Malabar without delay, and I iſſued my 
final orders for this purpoſe on the 2oth June 1798. | 


37. To aſſemble the army on both coaſts was an indiſpenſable precaution, 
which I could not have been juſtified in omitting, from the moment that I was ap- 
Priſed of Tippoo Sultaun's offenſive engagements with the French, and of the landing 
of a French force at Mangalore. But being reſolved on all occaſions to ſubmit to your 
Honorable Court a full and diſtin& view of the whole ſcope of my motives and in- 
tentions, I have no heſitation in declaring, that my original reſolution was (if circum- 
ſtances would have admitted) to have attacked the Sultaun inſtantly, and on both 
fides of his dominions, for the purpoſe of defeating his hoſtile preparations, and of 
_ anticipating their declared object; I was concerned however to learn, from perſons : 
moſt converſant in military details at Fort St. George (notwithſtanding the diſtin- 
guiſhed diſcipline of your army on the Coaſt of Coromandel, and the eminent valour, 


activity, and ſkill of its Officers) its diſperſed ſtate, and certain radical defects in its * 


eſtabliſhments, would render the aſſembling a force, equal to offenſive movements 
againſt Tippoo, a much more tedious and difficult operation than I had appre- 


hended. | g 


38. Some Officers of approved military talents, experience, and integrity, at 
Fort St. George, declared that your army in the Carnatic could not be aſſembled for 
offenſive purpoſes before the commencement of the year 1800, and that a period of 
fix months would be required for its equipment, even for the purpoſe of defending 
the Carnatic againſt any ſudden attack. The difficulty of aſſembling and moving 
your army on the Coaſt of Coromandel, furniſhed indeed an alarming proof of the 
defenceleſs and perilous ſtate of the Carnatic in that arduous conjuncture. But in 
proportion to the preſſure of that difficulty, the neceſſity of an inſtantaneous and active 
exertion became more urgent; for whether the army, when aſſembled, was to anti- 
cipate or to await the attack of Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared an equally indiſpenſable 

meafure of precaution to reſume, without delay, the power of meeting that vindictive 
and reſtleſs Prince in the Field, I was not therefore diſcouraged, either by the ſug- 
geſtions to which I have referred, or by ſubſequent repreſentations of a ſimilar cha- 
racter and tendency, from infiſting on the immediate execution of my orders for 
aſſembling the army ; and adverting to the fatal conſequences which have formerly 
been experienced in the Carnatic, by neglecting to keep pace with the forwardneſs of 
hoſtile equipments in Myſore, I reſolved to entruſt the protection of your poſſeſſions 
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on W Coaſt of Coromandel, to no other FIR than a crmplets and early age of 
Preparation for war. 


39. At Bombay, my orders for afembling the army were executed with great 
promptitude and alacrity, unaccompanied. by any ſymptoms of indiſpoſition to thoſe 
united and zealous efforts, which the exigency of the criſis demanded from every 
branch. of your civil and military ſervice. 5 


40. The unavoidable delay which obſtructed the aſembling your army in the 
Carnatic, having compelled me to relinquiſh my firſt intention of riking an imme- 
diate blow againſt the power and reſources of Tippoo Sultaun, I applied myſelf to the 
formation of ſuch a permanent ſyſtem of preparation and defence, as while it tended 
to reſtore to the Government of Fort St. George, with all practicable diſpatch, the 
power of repelling any act of aggreſſion on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, might ulti- 
mately enable me to demand both a juſt indemnification for the expence which the 
Sultaun's violation of treaty' had occafioned to your Government, and a ſeaſonable 
ſecurity againſt the conſequences of his recent alliance with the enemy. | 


41. With this view, while the army was aſſembling on the Coaſts of 9 
del and Malabar, my early attention was directed to ſtrengthen and improve the de- 
fenſive alliance concluded between the Honorable Company, and Their Highneſſes the 
Nizam and the Peſhwah, under the treaties of Paangul, Poonah, and Seringapatam,

RE The tate of this alliance afforded Wust matter of painful anniecy's I 

found both the Peſhwah and the Nizam (whoſe reſpective power it was the object 
of the treaty of Seringapatam to maintain in ſuch a ſtate of efficiency as might 
render them uſeful allies in the event of a war with Myſore) reduced to the loweſt 
condition of depreſſion and weakneſs, the former by the intruſion of Doulut Row 
Sindia, and the latter by the threatened hoſtilities of the ſame Chieftain, and by the 
eſtabliſhment of a numerous and active French faction in the centre of the Decan; and 
while the internal conyulfions of each State had diminiſhed the reſources of both, 
their co-operation againſt Tippoo Sultaun had become ee * the progreſs 

of their mutual animoſities and difſentions. | 


43. La this ſcene of general confuſion, the power of Tippoo Sultaun alone 


0 (which it had been the policy of all our alliances and treaties to reduce) had 
x | remained 
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remained undiſturbed and unimpaired, if it had not been avgmented and im- 
proved. 


44. The final reſult to the Britiſh Gul 3 to me to be, art, 
the entire loſs of the benefit of the treaty of triple alliance againſt Tippoo Sultaun, 
by the utter inability of our allies to fulfil their defenſive engagements with the 
Company; and, ſecondly, the eſtabliſhment of a French army of 14,000 men, in 
the dominions of one of our allies, in the vicinity of the territories of our irrecon- 
cileable enemy, and on the confines of the Carnatic and of the Northern Circars. 


45. In this ſtate of our political relations, the Company was expoſed, without 
the aid of a ſingle ally, to the hazard of a conteſt with the united force of Tippoo 


Sultaun and of the French. 


46. My ſeparate diſpatch, under date the 21ſt of November, forwarded by the 
Eurydice, will have apprized your Honorable Court of the meaſures which I took 
for the purpoſe of reſtoring to His Highneſs the Nizam, the power of fulfilling his 


defenſive engagements with the Company. 


47. At the ſame time my endeavours were employed, with equal aſſiduity, 
to give vigour and effect to the treaties ſubſiſting with His Highneſs the Peſhwah, 
The return of Nana Furnaveeſs to the adminiſtration, afforded, for ſome time, a juſt 
expectation that our alliance with the Mahrattas would ſpeedily be reſtored with 
additional vigour and advantage; but the increafing diſtractions of the Mahratta 
Empire, unfortunately fruſtrated the wiſe counſels of that experienced and able ſtateſ- 
man, and diſappointed my views at the Court of Poonah; I had however the ſatiſ- 
faction to aſcertain, that the diſpofition of that Court, under the adminiſtration of 
Nana, continued perfectly favourable to the Britiſh intereſts ; and that want of power 
would be the ſole cauſe of its ination, in the event of a war with Tippoo Sultaun. 


48. Towards th? commencement of the month of Auguſt 1798, I learnt the pre- 
parations making by the French in the Mediterranean. Various circumſtances attend- 
ing the equipment of that armament, inclined me to apprebend, that at leaſt a part 
of ir might be deſtined for an expedition to India, although I could not believe that 
the attempt would be made through Egypt. Under theſe impreſſions, I took the 
earlieſt opportunity of directing the attention of Rear Admiral Rainier to the Coaſt | 
of Malabar, and at the fame time I propoſed to ſtrengthen His Majeſty's ſquadron 
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in bile ſeas, according to any arrangement which his Excellency- might ſuggeſt, 
and I iſſued orders to the Governments of Fort St. George and Bombay, to attend to 
His Excellency's ſuggeſtions on this important ſubject. I am happy to inform your 
Honorable Court, that His Excellency, with the utmoſt readineſs, acceded to the 
propoſition which I had ſuggeſted to him, with reſpect to the defence of the Coaſt 
of Malabar, although his original intention had been to nn in the firſt inſtance, 
to the Straits of Malacca. 


9 On the 18th of September I ratified the new ſubſidiary treaty with the 
Nizam, of which I have ſtated the ſubſtance i in my n I of the 21ſt of 
November, by the Eurydice. 


50. On the 18th of October, I received the firſt authentic information of the 
invaſion of Egypt by the French, and of the progreſs of their arms in that country. 


a unneceſſary to call the attention of your Honorable Court, to the 

evident connection of the invaſion of Egypt with the joint defigns of the French 
and of Tippoo Sultaun, againſt the Britiſh Power in India; and I truft it is now 
equally ſuperfluous to enter into any detailed reaſoning for the purpoſe of ſatisfying 
you of the ſecurity which, at that period of time, would have reſulted to your inter- 
eſts in India, if my original intention of anticipating the hoſtile projects of Tippoo 
Sultaun could have been carried into immediate effect, according to my anxious 
wiſh. The neceſſity, however, of either compelling Tippoo Sultaun to detach bim- 
ſelf from the intereſts of France, or of depriving him of the power of co-operating 
with the French, if they ſhould be enabled to reach India, now became too evident 
to admit of any doubt. My opinion had long been decided, that no negociation - 
with Tippoo Sultaun could be ſucceſsful, unleſs accompanied by ſuch a diſpofition 
of our force as ſhould alarm him for the ſafety of his Capital, and that no military 

operation could effect an adequate or f| peedy reduction of his power, unleſs directed 
immediately to the ſiege of that city. 8 


52. On the 20th of Odtober, therefore, I gave peremptory orders to the Go- 
vernment of Fort St. George, for completing the equipment of their battering train, 
and for advancing it with all practicable diſpatch to the moſt eligible ſtation on the

53. To the Government of Bombay I iſſued further orders, for the collection, 
not only of their troops, but of the largeſt poſſible ſupplies on the Coaſt of Malabar. 


54. On the 22d of October (as I have already informed your Honorable Court) 
the diſmiſſion of the French faction in the Nizam's army was happily accompliſhed 
at Hyderabad. 


55. On the 31ſt of October, I received the intelligence of the glorious vic- 
tory gained by His Majeſty's ſquadron under the command of Sir Horatio Nelſon; 
but being till uncertain of the fate of the French army in Egypt, and ignorant 
whether an additional force might not have been intended to co-operate wich it in 
India, by the ordinary paſſage round the Cape of Good Hope, I did not relax any 
part of the naval or military preparations which had been commenced under my 

orders. The opportunity now appeared favourable for opening a negotiation with 

Tippoo Sultaun, I had already communicated to the Allies, the Nizam and the 
Peſhwah, a circumſtantial detail of the conduct of that Prince, and had received 
from both the moſt unequivocal aſſurances of their entire concurrence in my ſenti- 
ments and views, as well as of their determination to ſupport my juſt claims of ſatiſ- 
faction for the infraction of the treaty of Seringapatam. 


56. On the Sth of November, therefore, I addreſſed to Tippoo Sultaun the ITN 


Letter, of which a copy (Nꝰ 2. A. and B.) accompanies this diſpatch. 


57. Your Honorable Court will perceive, that in this Letter I bave carefully 
avoided every hoſtile expreſſion, merely apprizing the Sultaun of my knowledge of 
the nature of his intercourſe with the French Nation, and propoſing to him to receive 
Major Doveton, on the part of the Allies, for the purpoſe of proceeding to an ami- 
cable arrangement of all ſubſiſting differences. PALS 


58. My expectation was, that the neceſſary impreſſion of the ſucceſs of His

With ſuch expectations I reſolved to proceed to Fort St. George, for the 
purpoſe of conducting the expected negotiation with the Sultaun, which I flattered 
myfelf my preſence on the Coaſt of Coromandel might enable me to bring to an 
iſſue, before the ſeaſon ſhould be ſo far advanced as to relieve Tippoo Sultaun from 


thoſe alarms for the ſafety of his Capital, on which nn my ſole hope of 


obtaining any ſatisfactory adjuſtment with him.

without variation, and it related Gmply and diſtinctly to the admiſſion of an Ambaf- 
ſador, for the purpoſe of opening a negotiation.

66. Subſequently to the diſpatch of my letter (NY 5.) I received from the 
Sultaun the letter (N? 6.) in reply to my letter (N? 3.) diſpatched from Fort 
William. The Sultaun's filence in his letter (N? 6.) with reſpe& to the admiſſion 
of Major Doveton, afforded an additional proof of his diſpoſition to evade the 
pacific advances of the Allies, 


67. I now employed every effort to advance the military preparations in the 
Carnatic, which had already made a confiderable progreſs during the months of 
November and December. From the moment of my arrival at Fort St. George, all 
the inhabitants of this ſettlement, and every officer, civil and military, appeared 
to be animated by an unanimous determination to diſcharge their reſpective duties 
with a degree of cheerfulneſs and ardour, correſpondent to the exigency and im- 
portance of the occafion ; and I was ſoon ſatisfied that the diſpofition, of which 
I lamented the appearance in the months of July and Auguſt, had either been ſub- 
dued by the juſt exerciſe of authority, or corrected by reflection, and by the more 


full diſcloſure of the views of the enemy. The zeal, alacrity, and public ſpirit of 


the bankers and commercial agents at Madras, as well as of the moſt reſpectable of 
your Civil Servants at this Preſidency, enabled me, within a few weeks, to raiſe a 
large ſum of money, by loan, for the public ſervice. Previous to my departure 
from Bengal, I had remitted 20 lacks of rupees in ſpecie for the uſe of this Preſi- 
| dency; I now diſpatched the Sybille to Calcutta for a further ſupply; and the 
extraordinary exertion of his Excellency the Vice Preſident in Council, aſſiſted by 
the diligence and ability of Mr. Thomas Myers, the Accountant General of Bengal, 
| furniſhed me with an additional aid of twenty lacks, within ſo ſhort a time, that 
the movement of the army was not delayed for an inſtant, on account of a defi- 
ciency of treaſure, and Lieut. General Harris was provided with a ſufficient ſupply 
of ſpecie to maintain his army in the ficld until the month of May. 


68. Tippoo Sultaun remaining filent for a conſiderable time after the receipt 
of my Letter of the gth of January, I concluded that his object muſt be to delay 
his .anſwer until the ſeaſon ſhould be ſo far advanced, as to gender the capture of 


Seringapatam impracticable during the preſent year.

69. In the meanwhile the advices from Buſlorah, Bagdad, Conſtantinople, | 

and Bombay, were of ſo uncertain a nature, as to leave me ſtill in doubt with 

reſpect to the condition of the French army in Egypt. The only ſafe concluſion 

which could be drawn from thoſe advices being, that the French till maintained the 
poſſeſſion of that country with a large army. | 


50. No intelligence had been received from the Red Sea teſpecting the arrival 
of any of His Majeſty's ſhips on that ſtation, nor had I been able to aſcertain with 
any degree of accuracy; what means the French might either have provided, | or 
might find on the ſpot, to enable them to reach the Sultaun's dominions. | 


71. In addition to theſe circumſtances, I knew that while Tippoo Sultaun had 
declined to receive an Ambaſſador from the Honorable Company, and had omitted 
to anſwer my late Letters, he had diſpatched native Vakeels from Seringapatam,. - 
| who, together with Mr. Dubuc (one of the leaders of the French force raiſed in the 
He of France, under Mr. Malartie's proclamation) were on the point of embarking 
at Tranquebar, with an avowed miſſion from the Sultaun to the Executive Directory 
of France. 


72. On the 3d of February, I had received no anſwer from the Sultaun to my 
Letter of the gth of January, although the communication between Seringapatam and 
Fort St. George does not require, at the moſt, a longer time than eight, and is ſome- 
times effected in four days. 


73. In order therefore to defeat the object of the Sultaun's ſilence, and to avail 
myſelf of the actual ſuperiority of our force, and of the advantages of the preſent 
ſeaſon, before the French could effect any junction with him, I determined to com- 
mence hoſtilities without delay, and to ſuſpend all negotiation, until the united 
forces of the Company and of their Allies ſhould have made ſuch an impreſſion on 
the Territories of Myſore, as might give full effect to our juſt repreſentations. 


74. With theſe views, on the 3d of February, I directed Lieutenant General Har- 
ris to enter the territory of Myfore with the army aſſembled under his command; on 
the ſame day I ĩſſued orders to Lieutenant General Stuart to be prepared to co-operate 
from Malabar, and I fignified to Rear Admiral Rainier, and to the ſeveral Allies of 
the Company, that I now confidered the Britiſh Government in India to be at war 
with * Sultaun. .

75, At length, on the 23th February, I received from Tippoo Sultaun the 
Letter marked N?

76. But the ſeaſon for negotiation through the pacific channels, ſo often offered 
by me, was now elapſed. After mature deliberation on the grounds already ſtated, l 
had directed the advance of the army into the territory of the Sultaun, and I had fig- 
aified to the Allies my determination to: proceed to hoſtilities. To have delayed the 
advance of the army, would at once have thrown the advantages which I then poſs 
ſeſſed into the hands of Tippoo Sultaun, and have rendered the ſiege of his Capital 
impracticable during the preſent ſeaſon. On the other hand an embaſſy, combined 
with the hoſtile irruption of our army ihto Myſore, would have been liable to the 
imputation of infincerity towards Tippoo Sultaun, and while it bore the appearance 
of indeciſion in the eyes of the Allies, would have promoted, and perhags warranted, 
a fimilar degree of inſtability in their eouncils and operations. 


77. The defign of this tardy, reluctant, and infidious aſſent to the admiffiore 
ol an embaſly from the Britiſh Government, could be conſidered in no other light 
than that of a new artifice for the purpoſe of gaining time, until a change of circum- 
ftances and of ſeaſon might enable the Sultaun to avail himſelf of the affiftance of 
France. This conclufion was now confirmed by my knowledge of the actual em

I am happy to find that in this Letter your Highneſs has been pleased to admit 


c That the Engliſh Nation and the Honorable Company ever adhere to the paths 
« of ſincerity, friendſhip, and good faith; and that they are the well-wiſhers of 
ce mankind.” This declaration is peculiarly ſatisfactory to me in the preſent mo- 
ment, becauſe I am perſuaded that a Prince of your Highneſs's diſcernment would 
not expreſs ſuch ſentiments without full deliberation ; I therefore accept with plea- 
ſure this declaration, as affording not only an unequivocal teſtimony, on the part of 
your Highneſs, to the juſtice of that caufe in which the Engliſh Nation and the 
Company are engaged, but an unqualified admiſſion that you have no ground of 
complaint againſt the Engliſh Government. 


In anſwer to that part of my Letter of the 8th of November, in which 1 * 
mented the unhappy connection which you have formed with the French Nation,

Previouſly to the arrival of your Ambaſſadors on the Iſland, no BE or rumour 


exiſted there of any aid to be furniſhed ro your Highneſs by the French ; os of any 
proſpect of a war between your Highneſs and the Company. But within two days 


after the arrival of your Ambaſſadors, the Proclamation, of which I now forward to 
you a tranſlation, was fixed up in the moſt public places, and circulated through the 
Town of Port Nord Oueſt, 


Your Ambaſſadors, far from proteſting againſt the matter or ſtyle of the Pro- 
clamation, held without reſerve, in the moſt public manner, the ſame language which 
it contains with reſpect to the offenſive war to be commenced by your Highneſs 


againſt the Britiſh poſſeſſions· in India; and they even ſuffered the Proclamation, to 


be publicly diſtributed at their own houſes. 


In conſequence of theſe circumſtances, an univerſal belief prevailed in the Iſland, 
that your Highneſs would make an immediate n upon the Britiſh poſſeſſions 


in India. 


Your Ambaſſadors were preſent in the Iſland, when the French Government pro- 
ceeded to act under the Proclamation in queſtion ; and your Ambaſſadors aided and 
aſſiſted the excution of the Proclamation, by making promiſes, in the name of your 
Highneſs, for the purpoſe of inducing recruits to enliſt in your ſervice. Your Am- 
baſſadors propoſed to levy men to any practicable extent, ſtating their powers to be 
unlimited with reſpect to the numbers of the forces to be raiſed i in your 6 8 
name, for the purpoſe of making war on the Company.

A ſolemn' treaty of peace and friendſhip was 3 at enn be- 
be the Honorable Company, and the Nabob Aſoph Jah and the Peſhwa, on the 
one part, and the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun on the other part; and from that day all 
commotion and hoſtility ceaſed. Since that day, the three Allied States have inva- 
riably manifeſted a ſacred regard for the obligations contracted under that treaty with 
the Nabob Tippoo Sultaun, Of this uniform diſpoſition, abundant proofs have been 
afforded by each of the Allies. Whatever differences have ariſen with regard to the 
limits of the territory of Myſore, have been amicably adjuſted without difficulty, 
and with the moſt exact attention to the principles of equity, and to the ſtipulations 
of treaty. Such has been the folicitude of the Allies for the preſervation of tran- 
quillity, that they have viewed with forbearance, for ſome years paſt, various em- 
baſſies and military preparations on the part of Tippoo Sultaun, of a tendency ſa 
evidently hoſtile to the intereſts of the Allies, as would have juſtificd them, not only 
in the moſt ſerious remonſtrances, but even in an appeal to Arms. On the part of 


the Britiſh Government every endeavour has been employed to conciliate the confi- 


dence of the Sultaun, and to mitigate his vindictive ſpirit, by the moſt unequivocal 
acknowledgment and confirmation of his juſt rights, and by the removal of every 
cauſe of jealouſy, which might tend -to interrupt the continuance of peace. Theſe 


pacific ſentiments have been moſt particularly manifeſted in the Governor Generals 
recent deciſion on Tippoo Sultaun's claim to the diſtrict of Wynaad, and in the 


negotiation opened by his Lordſhip with regard to the diſtricts of Ameera and Sou- 
la. In every inſtance the conduct of the Britiſh Government in India towards 
Tippoo Sultaun, has been the natural reſult of thoſe principles of moderation, juſ- 
tice, and good faith, which the Legiſlature of Great Britain, and the Honorable the 
Eaſt-India Company, have firmly eſtabliſned as the unalterable rule of their inter- 


courſe with the Native Princes and States of India. 


The exemplary good faith and the pacific diſpoſition of the Allies, ſince the con- 
cluſion of the treaty of Seringapatam, has never been diſputed even by Tippoo Sul- 


taun, 
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r eil taun. Far from king attempted to allege even the pretext of a complaint againſt 


I. their conduct, he has conſtantly acknowledged their juſtice, fincerity, and good 
faith; and has preferred, in the moſt cordial terms, his deſire to maintain and 


frengthen the foundations of harmony and concord with them. e

trated his vain hopes, and checked the preſumptuous career of the French in Egypt, 
at the moment when he anxiouſly expected their arrival on the Coaſt of Malabar. 


The Britiſh Government, the Nizam, and the Peſhwa, had not omitted the 
neceſſary precaution of aſſembling their forces for the j joint protection of their reſpec- 


ive. dominions. The ſtrict principles of, ſelf-defence would have juſtified the Allies 


at that period of time in making an immediate attack upon the territories of Tippoo 
Sultaun; 3 but even the happy intelligence. of the glorious ſucceſs of the Britiſh fleer ar 
the. Mouth of the Nile, did not abate the anxious deſire of the Allies to maintain the 
relations of amity and peace with Tippoo Sultaun. They attempted, by a moderate 


repreſentation, to recall him to a ſenſe of his obligations, and of the genuine principles 


of prudence and policy; and they employed every effort to open the channels of 
negotiation, and to facilitate the means of amicable accommodation. With theſe 
falutary views the Governor General, on the 8th November 1798, in the name of 
the Allies, propoſed to diſpatch an Ambaſſador to Tippoo Sultaun, for the purpoſe 
of renewing the bonds of friendſhip, and 'of concluding ſuch an arrangement as might 
afford effectual ſecurity againſt any future interruption of the public tranquillity z and 
his Lordſhip repeated the ſame propoſal on the 19th December 1798. Tippoo Sultaun 
declined, by various evaſions and ſubterfuges, this friendly and moderate advance 
on the part of the Allies, and he manifeſted an evident diſpoſition to reject the means 

of pacific accommodation, by ſuddenly breaking up, in the month of December, 
the conferences which bad commenced with reſpect to the diſtricts of Ameera and 
Soula, and by interrupting the intercourſe between his ſubjects and thoſe of the 
Company on their reſpective frontiers, On the gth of January 1799, the Governor 
General being arrived at Fort St. George (notwithſtanding theſe diſcouraging circum- 
ſtances in the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun) renewed with increaſed earneſtneſs, the ex - 
preſſion of his Lordſhip's anxious deſire to diſpatch an Ambaſſador to the Sultaun. 


The Governor General expreſsly ſolicited the Sultaun to return an anſwer within 
one day to ibis Letter; and as it involved no propoſition either injurious to the rights, 
dignity, or honour of the Sultaun, in any degtee novel or complicated either in form or 
ſubſtance, it could not require a longer conſideration. The Governor General waited 
with the utmoſt ſolicitude for an anſwer to the reaſonable and diſtinct propoſition 
contained in his Letter of the gth January 1799. Tippoo Sultaun, however, who 
muſt have received this Letter before the 15th of January, remained ſilent, although 


the Governor General had plainly 3 that Prince, that dangerous conſequences

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would reſult from delay. In the mean while che ſeaſon for military operations had 
already advanced to ſo late a period, as to render a ſpeedy. deciſion indiſpenſable to the 
| ſecurity of the Allies: Under thefe circumſtances, on the 3d of February (eight days 
having elapſed from the period when an anſwer might have been received from Se- 
ringapatam to the Governor General's Letter of the gth of January) his Lordſhip

The Uncle General 9 a! us, that he has communicated, in ſe- 
parate diſpatches to your Committee, and to the Court of Directors, the general 


Cauſes which have compelled his Lordſhip to arm for offenſive war againſt Tippoo 


Sultaun, the grounds and principles on which his -Lordſhip's repeated applications 
to Tippoo for the admiſſion of an Embaſſy from the Supreme Government have 
been founded, as well as the general political ſtate of India, we think it premature, 
at this ſtage of affairs, to enter into any detailed explanation of the ſtate of the war, 
or of 'the important conſequences which are likely to follow its termination. 


We are deſirous however to take this opportunity of expreſſing our entire con- 


. currence in the juſtice and neceſſity of the war in which we are now engaged, being 


convinced Tippoo Sultaun's repeated evaſions of the Governor General's pacific pro- 
poſitions, as well as his attempt to fruſtrate the advantages of our military prepa- 
rations by an inſidious and tardy acceptance of the negotiation which he had ſo 
long declined, left no other means of ſecuring your intereſts than thoſe which the 
Governor General has employed. We are further confirmed in this opinion, by 
reflecting on the poſſibility of Tippoo deriving ſome of the advantages which he 


expected from his alliance with the French, as we are till entirely ignorant of the 


condition of the French Army in Egypt, as well as the ſtate of our naval defences

Under theſe circumſtances every principle of ſelf-defence, and of prpdent 
| | precautions 
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precaution, required that the Sultaun ſhould be deprived of the power of availing 
himſelf of the affiſtance of the French, before it would reach his dominions. Im- 
preſſed with theſe ſentiments, we ſhall continue to pay the moſt vigilant attention 
to this important object; and we beg leave to aſſure you of our moſt cordial co- 
operation, and our moſt zealous ſupport, of the meaſures which the Governor Ge- 
neral has already adopted, or which his Lordſhip may yet think it adviſeable to 
adopt, for the attainment of theſe objects. 


In reflecting upon the actual ſtate of things, it is impoſſible not to advert to the 
perfect ſecurity which we poſſeſs in the Decan, from the vigorous and deciſive 
meaſures adopted for the fuppreſſion of the French Intereſt at Hyderabad, and from 
the intimate connection which at preſent ſo happily ſubſiſts between the Company 
and His Highneſs the Nizam ; and which has not only relieved us from the 
anxiety inſeparable from the former growth and extent of French Influence at that 
Court, but has enabled us, at the critical juncture of a war with Tippoo Sultaun, 
to bring the whole of the ſubſidiary force, with a large portion of the Nizam's, into 
the Myſore Country. The unremitting exertions which have been made for the 
removal of our pecuniary embarraſſments, have enabled us to ſurmount the difficul- 
ties which appeared to oppoſe the progreſs of the army. te 


We have the conſequent ſatisfaction of informing you, | that the army under 
Lieutenant General Harris, equipped beyond all former compariſon in the great de- 
partments of ordnance, ſtores, grain, proviſions, bullocks, and ſpecie, within eight 

months from the iſſue of our firſt orders for aſſembling it, and within one month 
ſince it crofſed our frontier, has finally taken up its ground for the ſiege of Serin- 


gapatam. 


The detailed ſucceſſes of the Commander in Chief, his able diſpoſitions and 
movements, the brilliant advantage obtained by the Bombay Army under Lieutenant 
General Stuart over the flower of Tippoo's army, commanded by the Sultaun in 
perſon, the extenſive and important aſſiſtance furniſned by our faithful Ally the 
Rajah of Coorga, and the cordial co-operation of His Excellency Rear Admiral 
Rainier, will be ſubjects of more detailed diſpatches at a future period; but we 
have thought it our duty, which we execute with particular ſatisfaction, to commu- 
vicate to your Committee the unrivalled pre-eminence of the Britiſh Power in India,

oy hy The army of Madras, under the command of 1 ee N 1 
entered the territory of Myſore on the 5th of March, when Lieutenant General 

Harris forwarded to Tippoo Sultaun my Letter (forming N? 8, of the Encloſures 
of my ſeparate. diſpatch to your Honorable Court, of the 20th. March) and pub · 
liſhed the declaration forming N? q, of the Encloſures of the ſame diſpatch. 


4. The operations of the army of Madras commenced by the reduction of 
cd forts upon the frontier... Some of tlieſe forts ſurrendered without any refiſt- 


* and none 1 them were defended with you although the Sultaun appeats,

from the improved eftabliſhment on which he had placed their garriſons, to have 
provided as well as he could for a different reſult. 


5. The progreſs of the army of Madras, owing to its ample equipments in 
every department, particularly in that of the ordnance, neceſſary for the ſiege of 
Seringapatam, was unavoidably flow; its: movements, however, were but little 
impeded by the enemy. Conſiderable bodies of horſe hovered about its line of 
march, but without any other effect than that of rendering the communications with 
the Company's territories extremely difficult. Some parties of horſe attacked the 
Nizam's Contingent, and His Highneſs's Cavalry are reported by General Harris to 
haye conducted themſelves with great ſpirit, a circumſtance which may partly be 
attributed to the improvements recently introduced into the diſcipline and eſtabliſh- 
ments of His Highneſs's Cavalry, at the recommendation of the Britiſh Reſident, 


under my inſtructions. 


6. At the period when the army of Madras entered Myſore, Tippoo Sultaun 
was ſuppoſed to be encamped in the vicinity of Maddoor, and to be preparing to 
move in the direction of Bangalore, for the purpoſe of oppoſing the progreſs of the 
army of Madras, in the event of Lieutenant General Harris actually paſſing the 

frontier; but it ſoon appeared, that although the Sultaun had ſo recently affected a 
diſpoſition to admit an Embaſſy from the Britiſh Government, he had probably no 
other view than to conceal the deſign which he had formed, of ſtriking a ſudden 
and early blow againſt the army of Bombay ; for without allowing me the ſame time 
to anſwer his laſt Letter which he had taken for replying to thoſe addreſſed by 
me to him, and without waiting to hear of the actual commencement of hoſtilities 
on the part of the Britiſh Government, he came to the reſolution of attacking the 
army of Bombay, then aſſembled beyond the line of his frontier in the diſttict of 
Coorga, under the Command of Lieutenant General Stuart. 


J. For this purpoſe Tippoo, taking with him the flower of his army, appears 

to have marched from his camp near Cenapatam on the 28th of February, (when 
Lieutenant General Harris was ſtill within the Company's territories) and moving 
rapidly in the direction of Periapatam, to have arrived there on the morning of the 
5th of March, being the ſame day on which Lieptgnant General Harris emered My- 
fore on the Eaſtern Frontier.

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8. On the 6th of March, Tippoo Sultaun paſſed his own frontier, and mack 
ed a detachment of the army of Bombay, under the Command of Lieutenant Gene- 
ral Stuart, the total ſtrength of whoſe entire army did not amount to more than ſix 
thouſand fighting men. The attack of the Sultaun's force was ſuſtained by a body 
not exceeding two thouſand men, and the Sultaun's army was finally defeated and 


completely diſperſed, before General Stuart could collect the whole of his divided 


force. It is with infinite ſatisfaction that I encloſe, for information of your Ronor- 
able Court, the Paper marked (N? 1,) containing General Stuart's account of this 
brilliant and important action, which took place at Seedaſere on the 6th March. 


9. After this ſignal defeat, Tippoo retreated precipitately to his camp at Pe- 


3 and remained there until the 11th of March, without making any further 


attempt to moleſt the army of Bombay. The loſs ſuſtained by Tippoo's Army on 
the 6th of March, appears to have amounted to near 2, coo killed, wounded, and 
priſoners (which included ſeveral officers of rank, and ſome of confiderable diſtinc- 
tinction): that ſuſtained on the 7th, by the army of Bombay, will appear in _ | 
nant General Stuart s Letter. 


10. Adverting to the great diſproportion of numbers, and to other circum- 
ſtances of diſadvantage, I am confident that your Honorable Court will be of opi- 
nion, that the conduct and ſucceſs of the army of Bombay on that day has ſeldom 
been — and never ſurpaſſed in India. | 


11. Under this impreſſion, I take the liberty of recommending to your fa- 
vourable notice, the ſeveral officers and corps, named by Lieutenant General Stuarc 


in his Letter of the 8th of March, and I am anxious to requeſt your particular 


attention to the diſtinguiſhed conduct of Lieutenant General Stuart, and Major 


General Hartley, as well as of Lieutenant Colonel Montreſor, and of Lieutenant 


Colonel Dunlop. Major General Hartley had already received a public teſtimony 


of my particular approbation of his extraordinary merit, in collecting ſtores and pro- 
viſions in the diſtrict of Coorga, previouſly x to the arrival of General Stuart on the 
Coaſt of Malabar. . . 


12. Tippoo returned from Periapatam to Sciingapatam, and arriving at the latter 


place on the 14th of March, moved from thence immediately to meet Lieutenant 


General Harris and the army of Madras.

13. Lieutenant General Harris had advanced on the 26th of March to a po- 
ſition between Sultanpet and Malavelly, having met with no conſiderable impedi 
ment from the enemy. The enemy made their appearance in force on that day, but 
without attempting to diſturb our army. On the 27th of March, when the army 
reached its ground at Malavelly, Tippoo opened a diſtant cannonade upon it, which 
though at firſt diſregarded by Lieutenant General Harris, ultimately led to a general 
engagement, in which the enemy was completely defeated, and driven from every 
Poſt which he attempted to maintain. Our loſs on this occaſion was very inconſi- 
derable; only ſeven rank and file being killed, and a few men (including four 
Officers) wounded, while that of the e is ſuppoſed to have amounted to near 
ſeven hundred. | 


1 reſer your Honorable Court to Lieutenant General Harris's Letter of 
the 27th of March, which forms a part of the Encloſure, N? 2, for a more particu- 
lar account of this important victory, requeſting alſo your attention to the merits of 
the ſeveral Officers and Ns diſtinguiſhed by the notice of Lieutenant General 
Harris. 


15, General Harris marched on the ond; a fo miles to the ſouthward of Ma- 
lavelly, without the leaſt interruption from the enemy; from whence it may be in- 
ferred that Tippoo Sultaun was confiderably diſpirited by the defeat which he had 
ſuſtained on the preceding day, added to the previous ſucceſs obtained over bim by 

the army of Bombay. 


16. On the 29th of March, General Harris happily accompliſhed a movemen* 
which muſt have greatly aſtoniſhed and diſconcerted the enemy: inſtead of pro- 
ceeding in the direction of Arakerry and. Karagat, Lieutenant General Harris ſud- 
denly turned towards the river Cavery, where, finding a Ford at ſome diſtance above 
the junction of the Cavery and Copany, he immediately croſſed the Cavery with a 
part of his army, and occupied ſtrong poſitions on both banks of that river, at the 
diſtance of about fifteen miles from Seringapatam. This movement was alſo made 
without the leaſt oppoſition on the part of the enemy, who indeed does not ſeem to 
have entertained the moſt diſtant ſuſpicion of the Britiſh General's deſign.

17. Lord Cornwallis, at a more advanced period of the year, having in vain 
ſought for a prafticable Ford to the ſouthward of Seringapatam, Tippoo probably 
concluded that Lieutenant General Harris would have purſued his Lordſhip's route

to the Ford of Caniambaddy, northward of Seringapatam, for the purpoſe of effecting 


a junction from thence with the army of Bombay. It is difficult to aecount 
otherwiſe for. Tippoo's inaction, while General Harris executed this arduous and 


important movement. 


18. The advantages of the pofition thus acquired by General Harris muft 
prove conſiderable. In addition to the immediate acquiſition of cattle and forage, 
it mult facilitate the junction with the army of Bombay; it muſt afford additional 
ſecurity to the abundant magazines which have been formed in the Coorga country 
and favor the ſafe approach of our convoys from the ſouthern diſtricts, and from the 
the Barrahmahl, by the Paſs of Coveriporam ; and it promiſes to open to our army 
that range of forage ſituated to the ſouthward of Seringapatam, which Tippoo ſeems 
to have reſerved for the conſumption of his own army. | 


109. Lieutenant General Harris, with his whole army, having croſſed the 
Cavery on the zoth of March, halted near the village gf Sovelly on the 31ſt. On 
the 1ſt of April he moved towards Seringapatam, and on the 5th, encamped two 
miles S. W. of that city, having experienced no oppoſition from the enemy ſince 
the 27th of March. On the morning of the 6th of April, after an engagement in 
which the enemy appears to have made confiderable reſiſtance, Lieutenant General 
Harris took poſſeſſion of Sultanpetta, and an adjacent tope, or grove, and about the 
ſame time Major General Floyd, with a ſtrong detachment, was ſent to effect a 
junction with the army of Bombay. On the morning of the 6th April, Lieutenant 
General Stuart received at Seedapore a note from Lieutenant General Harris, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the latter at Seringapatam, and alſo ſignifying that Major 
General Floyd was to be detached from the army of Madras on the 6th April, for 
the purpoſe: already ſtated. In conſequence of this intelligence, Lieutenant General 
Stuart had determined to march from Sedapore to Sedaſere on the 7th April; and it 
is probable that the junction of the army of Bombay, with the detachment under 
the Command of Major General Floyd, was effected on the 8th, in the neighbour- 
hood of Periapatam. The laſt accounts received by me from General Harris, are 
dated on the 7th inſtant, when he ſtates that he had taken up his FO. for the

Gentlemen, Fort St. George, m1 april # 1799. 


Underſtanding chat the Governor General tranſmits to the Court of Directors 
by the preſent Diſpatch a full and detailed account of the war in which we are en- 
gaged with Tippoo Sultaun, and of the circumſtances and motives which have 
determined his Lordſhip in the choice of the meaſures which he has purſued relative 
thereto, I ſhould remain ſatisfied with what is written in the Letter of this Govern- 
ment, of this day's date, to the Secret Committee, did it not occur to my mind, that 
it may be ſatisfactory to you to know more explicitly my ſentiments upon the actual 
ſtate of our gffairs reſpecting the war; and that I ſhould not do juſtice to the Gover- 
nor General, if I did not expreſs my ſenſe of the conduct which has put us in a 


fituation of fuch fair and well-grounded expectations as that in which we are now 
placed. Upon my arrival here, the end of Auguſt laſt, I entertained the moſt ſerious 


apprehenſion of the Sultaun's ivading the Carnatic ; which had he done, very 
difficult would it have been to have aſſembled the whole of our army, , and. vain. 
would have been the hope of collecting a ſufficiency of ſupplies and cattle to enable 
us to undertake the fiege of Seringapatam this ſeaſon, and figith the war in one Cam- 
paign. But the fortune of the Company prevented, and poffibly the complete fuccefs 
of the meaſure of annibilating the French party, and enereaſing the ſubſidiary force 
at Hyderabad, planned with ſo much wiſdom by the Governor General, and executed; 
with ſo much ability by Colonel Roberts, under the direction of the Reſident, Captain 
Kirkpatrick, confounded the Sultaun and deterred him from bringing 2 the 


Carnatic ſo fevere a calamity. 

From the time I was acquainted with the views and intentions of the fleece 
General, it became the object of my conſtant ſolicitude, in conjunction with the 
other Members of this Government, to promote his meaſures by the moſt zealous 
and cordial co-operation ; and we had the gratification, upon his Lordſhip's arrival 


here, the end of laſt year, to receive his full and entire approbation of the exertions 
| I that

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that had been made, and of the advanced ſtate in which he found our preparations 

for war. Since that period the ſame wiſdom and energy which had characterized the 
Governor Gevenal's Councils, has guided our exertions, and. we have had the ſatis- 
faction to know, that the moſt formidable and beſt equipped Britiſh army that ever 
took the field in India, combined with a reſpectable force from the Nyzam, entered 
Myſore the 5th of laſt Month. Bombay has not been leſs forward in its exertions ; 
and the two victories, obtained by General Stuart on the 6th March, and by 
General Harris on the 27th, are preſages of future ſucceſs, and ſerve to evince how 
little Tippoo is able, without French aid, to contend againſt the force which is aſſail- 
ing bim. The effectual affiſtance of the Nyzam, the cloſe connection ſubſiſting 
between that Prince and the Company, and the powerful ſtate of our armies, 
encourage us to expect a ſpeedy and glorious termination to the conteſt, The irre- 
concileable hatred of the Sultaun, and the uncertain ſtate of the Fre nch in Egypt, 
of whom we have no accounts to be depended upon fince Auguſt laſt, when Buona- 
parte was ſtill at the head of 17 or 18,000 men, authorize and point out the neceſſity 
of continuing the war till we can obtain complete ſecurity, and eſtabliſh the foundations 


of a durable and undiſturbed peace. 


The expences of preparation have, from their extent, been unavoidably great: 
but as we have reaſon to expect that, if the war is not entirely finiſned in one Cam- 


paign, the weight of it will, I truſt, upon the whole, prove an economical one; and 
that the acquiſitions we may gain, and the fecurity we ſhall derive wes them, wilt 


amply repay the expences we ſhall have incurred. 


Concurring as I do in the views of the Governor General, bearing teſtimony to 
the wiſdom and deciſion of his councils, and ſenfible of the advantages which muſt 
ever reſult from the perſon who has the controul of the Company's affairs, and the 
means of drawing forth the reſources of the three Preſidencies being as near the ſcene 
of action as poſſible in a conteſt like the preſent, I defire to aſſure you of my con- 
tinuing to give my utmoſt ſupport and moſt cordial co-operation to meaſures which 
bid fair to reflect ſo much honor upon Lord Mornington's Adminiſtration, and to 
ſecure the moſt ſolid advantages to the Company and the Britiſh Empire. In theſe 
fentiments I am moſt heartily joined by the other Members of this Government. |

2. The lateſt accounts which had been received from the army before 
Seringapatam, when I addreſſed your Honorable Court on the (a) 22d April, were 
dated the 7th of April. From that time, nothing material occurred till the gth, 
when General Harris received a Letter from Tippoo Sultaun, in which the Sultaun 
declared, that he had adhered firmly to treaties; and demanded, the meaning of 


the advance of the Engliſh armies, and of the occurrence of hoſtilities.” To 


this Letter, General Harris briefly replied, by referring the Sultaun for an expla- 
nation of the advance of the Engliſh and Allied Armies, and of the commencement 
of hoſtilities, to the ſeveral Letters which I had addreſſed to Tippoo Sultaun on the 


Jubject. 
3. Major 
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3. Major General Floyd's detachment, and the army of Bombay, joined the 
army before Seringapatam in the afternoon of the 14th of April. A large body of 
the Cavalry of the Enemy, under the command of Kummeer-o-dien Khan, had at- 
tended them cloſely, during their march from Periapatam, but without having been 
able to make the ſlighteſt impreſſion upon them. 


4. The army under Lieutenant General Stuart reſted on the 15th, and on 
the morning of the 16th croſſing the Cavery, took up a poſition extending from near 
its northern bank towards the Eedgah, while General Floyd, with the left wing 
and Cavalry, moved to the Delawa Eery (a tank beyond Myſore) ro cover a party 
| ſent out the preceding night to collect cattle and ſheep, and to examine the new 
fort of Myſore. The party returned with confiderable ſucceſs, the evening of the 
16th; and on the 17th, General Floyd's diviſion encamped near the army. 


5. The enemy appearing to have occupied a village on the north fide of the 
river, which was on the line of enfilade of the S. W. fide of the Fort, and employ- 
ing a great number of men in levelling a height intended to be uſed as cover to one 


of our batteries, General Stuart was directed to attack ir, on the afternoon of the 


17th, from his diviſion, which was on this occaſion reinforced by His Majeſty's 
94th regiment and a Native Battalion from the main army, while his attack was 
aſſiſted by the fire of cannon. from the poſts in advance. In a very ſhort time, the 
enemy was driven from the poſt, within goo yards of the weſtern angle of the Fort. 
A favourable opportunity preſented itſclf, at the ſame time, for advancing cur poſts 
on the ſouthern ſide of the river, in connexion with General Stuart's attack, a 
Nullah, deſtined ro form a firſt parallel, was ſeized, after ſome conteſt, by the 
troops on duty. | 


6. In the night of the 17th, a battery of fix guns was erected at the poſt 
ſeized by General Stuart, and ſix eighteen-pounders were placed in it on the night of 
the 18th. This battery opened on the morning of the 19th, and ſcoured the enemy's 
intrenchments in front of our intended attack. 


J. On the ſame morning General Floyd marched with the Cavalry, a brigade 
of Native Infantry, and the Nizam's Horſe, to meet Colonel Read near Cavery- 
poram. 


8. Lieutenant Colonel Read had advanced in the mean time to Caveryporam, 
which ſurrendered to him without reſiſtance on the 22d April. There he collected 
his Benjaries, and other ſupplies for the army, and leaving them under the protec- 
tion of the Fort of Caveryporam, proceeded with his detachment to clear the paſs, 
which proved a moſt arduous ſervice; for although he marched from Caveryporam 
on the 23d, he did not reach Maratelly, or the head of the paſs, until the 27th of

by Kummeer-o-dien Khan, who however had not oppoſed any ſerious reſiſtance to 
his progreſs. On the 6th of May, the united detachments of General Floyd and 
Colonel Read were reinforced by the ſouthern diviſion of the army, under the com- 


mand of Lieutenant Colonel Brown, and on the 7th the whole, with their convoy, 


moved forward from Hannoor towards Seringapatam. General Floyd expected to 
be haraſſed by the enemy's Cavalry in his return to the army; but in the mean- 
while events had taken place at Seringapatam, which removed this, and every other 


obſtacle of an hoſtile nature. * 


9. On the evening of the 2oth of April, the moſt advanced of the enemies 
intrenchments in front of the intended attack, was carried by our troops, and a 


parallel eſtabliſned on the ſpot. On the night of the 21ſt, a battery for fix guns 


was erected, near the ruins of the powder-mill; and as a violent attack was made 
before day on the 22d, on all General Stuart's poſts ; four guns and two howitzers 
opened from this battery on the fort the ſame morning, with conſiderable effect in 
deſtroying its defences and reducing its fire. a Hh 


10. On the night of the 20th,” General Harris received a letter from Tippoo 
Sultaun;/ expreſſive of a deſire to open a negotiation for peace. To this overture 
the General anſwered, at noon, on the 22d (after conſulting Meer Allum and the 
Commiſſioners appointed by me to aſſiſt in matters of political arrangement) by 


tranſmitting a draft of preliminaries, founded on inſtructions with which I had fur- 


niſhed Lieutenant General Harris, but ſo modified, with reſpe& to the ſecurity to 
be required, as the change of circumſtances, ſince the date of thoſe inſtructions, 


appeared to demand. The terms propoſed to the Sultaun are detailed in the enclo- 


ſure, No 3. b. In lieu of forts, which it was now too late in the ſeaſon to receive, 
additional hoſtages were required; namely, four Sons of the Sultaun, and four of 
his princigal Officers, to be ſelected by General Harris. Theſe, with the treaſure 
ſtipulated I the draft of preliminaries, were to be ſent, in forty-eight hours, to Camp, 
otherwiſe: the General reſerved to himſelf the power of extending his demand, eyen 
to the poſſeſſion of Seringapatam. It is here proper to obſerve, that the ſtock of 


rice, at this time remaining in Camp, was only ſufficient to ſubſiſt the fighting men 


of the army, at half- allowance, till the fifth of May. An immenſe depot had, 


indeed, been formed in the Coorga country; but the reduced ſtate of the cattle of 


the army rendered it wholly impracticable for the General to avail himſelf of this.

You cannot be ignorant of the friendſhip which my father and myſelf have ever 
entertained for the Monch, I ſought every opportunity of proving it during your 
former Government, and I have done all in my power, fince the commencement of 
your Revolution, to make known to you the ſentiments of my heart. From want of 
opportunity and of intercourſe with perſons acquainted with your cuſtoms and man- 
ners, I have not been able, before this time, to inform you of my intentions. A for- 

tunate chance has ſent me Citizen Ripaud (one of your officers) who at my requeft 
has anſwered all the queſtions which I put to him. I conſider him to be worthy of 
my confidence, and from what he has told me, I perceive it is now the moment for 
me to revive the friendſhip which I have always entertained for your nation: I acknow- 
ledge the ſublimity of your Conſtitution, and as a proof of my fincerity, I propofe to 
your nation and to you a treaty of alliance and fraternity, which ſhall be for ever 
indiſſoluble, and ſhall be founded on republican principles, o fincerity and good 
faith; to the end that you and your nation, with myſelf and my people, may become 
one family ; that the ſame oath may bind us for life or for death ; that your enemies may 
be mine, and thoſe of my people; and, that my enemies may be conſtdered as yours. 
Thus do I wiſh henceforth to treat with my Allies. You now ſee my diſpoſition to- 
wards your country.

M. de Buſſi to abandon me, though I had paid them well, and they were in want of 
nothing ; but what filled me with indignation was, that thoſe orders extended to 
M. de Lally, who commanded a body of French in my pay, to withdraw himſelf 
with his party: This I oppoſed and on juſt grounds. From that moment, my army 
became diſguſted. Reduced ſingly to my own reſources, and abandoned by my Al- 
lies, I was compelled to make peace, with the loſs of half of my dominions, and 
three crores and thirty thouſand rupees in ſpecie. Behold what have been my loſſes 
Repreſentatives ! What is paſt is paſt : I have cited theſe truths in order to apprize 
you, that if I ſhould declare war againſt your enemies, I will not be deſerted, nor

I aſſure the Padſha Tippoo Sultaun of my reſpe& and devotion. . I give him 
my word, that I faithfully tranſmitted, at the time when I received them, his pro- 
poſitions and his Letter to the French Government, and I am certain, that the w 
is arrived in duplicate; agreeably alſo to his recommendation, I obſerved the greateſt 
ſecrecy, that he might not be committed with the Engliſh, and becauſe the French 
Government itſelf is not in the habit of. publiſhing the ſecrets of its operations. 


The proof that the propolitions of Tippoo Sultaun have. been received, is that 
they have remained ſecret even in France. Perhaps it is not convenient for France 
to ſend an expedition to India, as it muſt depend upon the proſpect of peace, more 
or leſs diſtant, with the Engliſh ; but I aſſure the Padſha, that he will have no reaſon 
to repent of this firſt ſtep, nor of the confidence he has repoſed in me. 


France, I am certain, will always conſider the Padſha as one of its moſt faithful 
Allies: His Vakeet and I have not neglected any of the means in our power, to 


inform the French Government of the true intereſts of the Padſha ; intereſts which we 
Oo confider 
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tonfider'as neceffafily blended with thoſe of the French Nation in India, I hope 
the time will come, when Tippoo Sultaun will be convinced that I have ſerved him, 
en. this occafion, with the ſame zeal, as when I was near his perſon. 


Peter Monneron is no more: the Padſha was ignorant of his death, and perhaps 
is ſtill ignorant of it : He however has not written ro him, nor has he written to me, 
although he has ſent to this place a copy of the Letters of Peter Monneron : it is 
therefere Tippoo who has publiſhed his own ſecret, and he cannot hereafter reproach 
us with the conſequences. 
I do not write to the Padſha, as my health, and the gout which I have at this 
moment, would prevent me from doing it in the manner I could wiſh, and becauſe 
he has not thought proper to write to me; and I moreover candidly confeſs, that I 
thould be very ſorry to have my Letters returned, in the manner that Peter Mon- 
neron's were. All the Letters which I have at various times written to Tippoo 
Sultaun, as well as thoſe which he has perſonally written to me, I have conſtantly 
forwarded to the French Government; the Letters have always been, and will con- 
tinue to remain ſecret, becauſe his intereſt, and that of the French Nation, require it.

To have refuſed theſe ſuccours, though trifling, would 
have been a confeſſion, that you would not ſacrifice a ſmall ſum of money; this, I 
think, would have been impolitie, not only with reſpect to the pteſent, but alſo to 
future times; befides, it is neceſſary to make ſome diſtinction, in favor of thoſe 
who leave their families, and the comforts. which they enjoy here, to ſerve as Volun- 
teers in a country. with which they are totally unacquainted.

I think I may venture to affure you, that the 
good Prince, Ram Rajah of Travencore, is tired of the oppreſſion of the Engliſh, 
Raman Keſvin, his prime Miniſter, would, I conceive, be well diſpoſed to act againſt 
theſe deſpots, had he the means: I know: that it was with great reluctance he con- 
ſented to ſend away Migot de la Combe, who commanded his troops at Parour, as 
well as the other French Officers who commanded: his battalions.

rahs, which I ſent you on the 11th of laſt month, have returned with your Majefty's 
reply, dated the 29th of the ſame month; | haſten to fend them back, as they are 
faithful men, and I ſhould wiſh them to be liberally recompenſed. The perſon who 
is to furniſh the money does not appear, nor do I hear any thing of him. I appfe- 
hend that there will be much trouble in obtaining payment. I conſider it as ind iſ- 
penſably neceſſary, that you ſhould ſend me an order to take up immediately all the 
money in the hands of Mercier, and accompany it with a letter of credit on the 
Republic, as requeſted by me. The importance of my miſſion is ſuch, and the reſult 
promiſes to be ſo adyanrageous to your Majeſty, that I cannot too often repeat, that 
money. ought to be conſidered as nothing, when matters of ſuch conſequence are in 
agitation.

By means of the intrigues carried on by the Engliſh in all the Durbars of India, 
it is eaſy for them to excite commotions, and they may detach from you perhaps 
all your Allies. It is very probable, that by diviſion and negotiation, in the event 
of their ſucceeding in a new war againſt your Majeſty, they may accompliſh the 
deſtruction of the Mahratta Power, and ſeize with ĩmpunity every thing which may 
have been ceded to them under a new treaty of peace; it is evidently then their 
intereſt, to enter into a joint treaty with you, that by the means of a powerful league, 
you may eſtabliſh a firm ſecurity for each other; and in this league, each ought to 
co-operate, in defending the acquiſitions ar ceſſions that either may have made at 
the peace concluded at your capital, with the ſeveral contrafting Parties. The 
Engliſh threaten you; the Mahrattas ought to ſupport you, and not allow you to 
be expoſed to deſtruction; the barrier that ſeparates you from the former ought to 
be preſeryed, ſo that nothing may be able to break or deſtroy it. You may place 
a dependence on your Allies while your interefts are the ſame; but you will be 
abandoned, if thoſe intereſts ſhould ceaſe to be mutual, or more certainly ftill, if 
they ſhould be abſolutely at variance, or if your Allies ſhould begin to fear you. 
Your time is ſhort and precious, you muſt convince them of your good intentions; 
anticipate the Engliſh by your activity, and throw impediments in their way, which 
ſhall retard their negotiations at Poonah, or render them ineffectual. Under ſuch 
circumſtances, the Mahrattas ought to inſiſt on the faith of treaties; to remind the 
Engliſh of the aſſiſtance they afforded them againſt your Majeſty; and to urge the 

ratitude which they have a' right to expect. They may reconcile the different 
intereſts of the parties with the delicate ſituation in which they are placed, and avoid 
the reproach of a breach of faith, either in regard to the execution of the treaty of 
peace generally, or any particular article of it. If theſe means of conciliation fail, 
they muſt immediately arm and menace the Nation which ſhall have infringed the 
treaty; the mere outcry will perhaps put a ſtop to all the military and hoſtile pro- 
ceedings againſt your Majeſty; if otherwiſe, the ſword muſt be drawn, the ſcabbard 
muſt be caſt away where it may never again be found, and the fortune of war muſt 
decide the event.

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Cory of a Letter from the Right Honorable the GuvernoR GENERAL 
to the Couvnr of DirtcToss ; dated 3d Auguſt, 1799. 


To the Honorable Court of Directors for the Affairs of the United Company of 
us Merchants of England, trading to the Eaſt-Indies. 


+ Honorable Sirs, | 
1. The rapid ſucceſſion of active meaſures in which I have been engaged, has 
not admitted of my recording, in a connected ſhape, for the information of your 
Honorable Court, the ſeveral opinions which I have entertained, at different periods 
of time ſince the month of June 1798, relative to the terms of an adjuſtment with 
the late Tippoo Sultaun. The knowledge of my progreſſive ſentiments on this im- 
rtant ſubject may appear neceſſary to your Honorable Court, in forming your 
Judgment of the meaſures which I have ede it is therefore my intention, in 
this Letter, to review my original plan for a ſettlement with Tippoo Sultaun, and 
the variations which it has undergone, according to the change of circumſtances and of 
the general aſpect of affairs, ſince the firſt diſcloſure of the nature of the embaſſy diſ- 


patched by the Sultaun to the French Government. 


2. In my Letter of the 20th March 1799, I have declared to your Honorable 
Court, that as ſoon as I had aſcertained the views of Tippoo Sultaun to be ſuch as 
they are repreſented in the Proclamation of Monſ. Malartic of the goth January 
1798, I determined to make an immediate effort for the reduction of that Princes 
reſources and power; but the defect of the requiſite means had precluded the poſ- 


ſibility of the attempt at that time. 


3. In this ſtate of things, my intention was to have endeavoured to detach 


Tippoo Sultaun from his connexion with the French Nation; and I ſhould then have 
been contented with any adjuſtnient, which appeared to offer a reaſonable proſpect 
of ſecuring that object. The arrangement which occurred to me at this period of 
time was ſtated in a Minute recorded in the Secret Department on the 12th Auguſt 
1798. My views were then limitted to the eſtabliſhment of permanent Refidents, on 
the part of the Company and of the Allies, at Seringapatam ; to the diſmiſſion of all 
the French, then in the Sultaun's ſervice ; and to the perpetual excluſion of the 


French from his armies and dominions. 


4. But before I could ſafely attempt to propoſe even this moderate arrange- 
ment to Tippoo Sultaun, it was neceſſary that the vigor of the triple alliance ſhould 
be reſtored, and that our armies — placed in a poſture, not only of _—

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but ſufficiently reſpectable to enforce the juſt and moderate demands at that time in 
my contemplation, or any augmentation of thoſe demands, which the obſtinacy, 
treachery, or violence of the Sultaun, might ultimately compel me to make: for al- 
though my views were then limitted to the objeRts ſtated in the preceding paragraph, 
it appeared prudent to provide for every poſſible contingency © © 


The meaſures which I purſued for the purpoſe of ' reſtoring our alliances, 
and of affembling our armies, are already known to your Honorable Court: you are 
alſo apprized of my ſeveral unſucceſsful attempts to open a pacific negotiation with 
Tippoo Sultaun. | | | 


6. In the month of November 1798 (at the period of my firſt attempt to open 
ſuch a negotiation with him) my opinion, with reſpect to the nature of the terms 
neceſſary for our ſecurity againſt the defigns of the Sultaun, had undergone ſome 

change. I had received the intelligence of the French invaſion of Egypt; and it 
could not be doubted, that this expedition, if it had not been originally planned with a 

view to the aſſiſtance of Tippoo Sultaun, might be converted to that purpoſe. On 
the other hand, our ſtrength was conſiderably increaſed ; we had ſubverted the 
French party at Hyderabad, and by that ſucceſsful blow, had ſecured the effectual 
co-operation of the Nizam's Government: our military forces and preparations 
were alſo in a ſtate of  forwardneſs. Under theſe combined circumſtances, my 
opinion was, that Tippoo Sultaun ſhould not only be compelled to renounce his con- 
nexion with France, to diſmiſs all the French in his ſervice or dominions, and to 
receive reſident Ambaſſadors from the Allies, but alſo to cede, as an additional ſecurity 
againſt a renewal of his hoſtile intercourſe: with the French, the maritime province of 
Canara to the Company, for an equivalent to be given to him at a diltance from 
the coaſt. It would not have been difficult for the Company to have made the

J. This plan, without any material variation, formed my views of the ſettle- 
ment neceſſary to be concluded with Tippoo Sultaun, until the period of my arrival

8. With this plan in contemplation, I addreſſed to the Sultaun my Letter 
dated on the gth January; but I was induced, towards the cloſe of the month of 
January, to extend my views beyond the limits by which they had hitherto been

| . Tippoo Sultaun's negle& of my Letter of the date above-mentioned, ma- 
nifeſted a ſtrong indiſpoſition to any amicable adjuſtment of our differences, and 
appeared to indicate a determination to purſue his project of inſtigating the French 
to invade India. His obſtinacy bad already induced a very heavy expence upon the 
finances of the Company, and threatened to augment, and even l the 
; | © _ charge 
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charge of our defenſive ſyſtem. On the other hand, the armies of the Allies were 
now ſo concentrated, as to warrant the expectation of our being able to enforce any 
demands, which we might think it juſt and prudent to make. On theſe grounds, 

towards the cloſe of the month of January, 1799, my intention was to have required 
from Tippoo Sultaun, in addition to the terms already ſtated, the payment of a 
conſiderable ſum of money, as an indemnification for the expenſe to which his 
koſtile and treacherous conduct had ſubjected the Allies. 


10. The next change in my view of the ſubject, took place at the commence- 
ment of the month of February 1799, after I had obtained the intelligence that 
Tippoo Sultaun, while he declined the amicable advances of the Allies, had actually 
diſpatched another Embaſſy to the French, under the conduct of M. Dubuc. The 
infidious conduct of Tippoo Sultaun now determined me to ſuſpend all negotiation 
with him, until the advance of our armies into Myſore ſhould ſeriouſly menace his 
capital. It was reaſonable, that the indemnification to be demanded ſhould keep 
pace with the burthens which the progreſs of his unjuſtifiable proceedings impoſed 
on the Allies. The French, at this period of time, being to all appearances eſta- 
bliſhed in Egypt, the neceſſity of reducing the power of Tippoo Sultaun was greatly 
increaſed; and as our means of effecting this important object were proportionably 
augmented, I now determined to raiſe my demands, to the extent ſtated in the En- 
_ cloſure marked (A.) of my Letter of the 22d of January, 1799, to the Comman- 
der in Chief, already ſubmitted to your Honorable Court. I reſolved, at the ſame 
time, in the event of our obtaining any deciſive adyantage in the field, and of our 
being compelled, by the obſtinacy of the Sultaun, to open our batteries upon Se- 
ringapatam, to inſiſt on greater conceſſions from him; and I therefore proviſionally 
directed the Commander in Chief to demand the terms ſtated in the Encloſure (B.)

12. The Commander in Chief in the interval, however, (as ſtated in my Let- 
ter of the 16th of May to your Honorable Court) had been induced to offer to Tip- 


poo Sultaun the terms marked (B), contained in the Encloſure of my inſtructions 
of the 22d February; and for the powerful reaſons detailed in his Letter of the 18th 
April, his Excellency, with great propriety, had not offered theſe, or any other 
propoſals, to Tippoo Sultaun, previouſly to opening the batteries on the fort of 
Seringapatam.

The firſt regular authentication of the Proclamation, which I received, was 


contained in the Letter from Lord Macartney of 28th March, and in that from Sir, 


Hugh Chriſtian of the ſame date, received on the 18th of June. It could now no 
longer be doubted, that the Proclamation actually had been iſſued by the Governor 
General of the Iſle of France. Whatever may have been the motives of Monſieur 


Mułalartic in this tranſaction, the object of Tippoo Sultaun was always plain and clear, 


although fortunately for our intereſts, his ſucceſs has not yet been anſwerable to 
the extent of his deſign. Of the object of that deſign, I ſoon poſſeſſed ample proof, 
ariſing from the beſt evidence which the nature of the caſe could admit. In the 
firſt place, it appeared by the general tenor of the letters from the Cape, as well. as 
by every public account which had been given of the tranſaction, to be an undiſ- 
puted fact, that Tippoo difpatched two Ambaſſadors to the Iſle of France, and that 
| | e is the 
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the Proclamation in queſtion was publiſhed ſubſequent to their arrival, and during 
their reſidence in that Iſland. Theſe facts would perhaps have been ſufficient, with- 
out further enquiry, to warrant a ſtrong preſumption, that this Proclamation, pur- 
porting to declare the object of the Embaſſy, muſt have been framed with the 
conſent and knowledge of the Ambaſſadors of Tippoo, then on the ſpot, and muſt 
have correſponded with their inſtructions from their Sovereign, whole orders they 
would ſcarcely have ventured to exceed, in a matter of ſuch ſerious conſequence as 
the concluſion of an alliance offenſive and defenſive with the French. In order, 
however, to obtain the moſt accurate information, with reſpect to the circumſtances 
attending the reception of the Embaſſy,” the publication of the Proclamation, and 
the conduct of the Ambaſſadors, I examined upon oath ſome reſpeQable perſons, 
who were preſent in the Iſle of France during the reſidence of the Ambaſſadors at 
Port Nord Oueſt; from the concurrent teſtimony of theſe perſons, fince corroborated 
by intelligence from various quarters, I obtained a connected account of the whole 


tranſaction. | \ 


'Tippoo diſpatched two Ambaſſadors, who embarked at Mangalore for the Iſle 
of France, and arrived there at the cloſe of the month of January, 1798. They 
hoiſted Tippoo's colours upon entering the harbour of Port Nord Oueſt, were re- 
ceived publicly and formally by the French Government, with every circumſtance 
of diſtinction and reſpect, and were entertained, during their continuance as the 
Hand, at the public expence, Previouſly to their arrival, no idea or rumour exiſted 
in the Iſland, of any aid to be furniſhed to Tippoo by the French, or of any pro- 
ſpe& of a war between him and the Company. The ſecond day after the arrival 
of the Ambaſſadors, an advertiſement was publiſhed of the ſame purport as the 
Proclamation, and immediately afterwards, the Proclamation was fixed up in the 
molt public places, and circulated through the town, [The Ambaſſadors (far from 
Yroreſting againſt the matter or ſtyle of the Proclamation) held without reſerve, 
in the moſt *public manner, the ſame language which it contains with reſpect to the 
offenſive war to be commenced againſt the Britiſh poſſeſſions in India; they even 
ſuffered the Proclamation to be publicly diſtributed at the place of their reſidence. 
In conſequence of thefe-circumſitances, an univerſal belief prevailed in the Iſland, 
that Tippoo would make an immediate attack upon the Britiſh poſſeſſions in India; 
which opinion had gained ſo-much force, that the perſons who gave this evidence, 
and all thoſe who arrived at that period in India from the Ile of France, expected 
to find us at war with Tippoo. The Ambaſſadors were preſent in the Iſland, when 
the French Government proceeded to act under the proclamation in queſtion, and 
they aided and aſſiſted the execution of it, by making promiſes, in the name of

Tidal, for the ——_ of inducing recruits to enliſt; they propoſed to 1 men 
to any practicable extent, ſtating their powers to be unlimited with reſpect to the 
numbers of the force to be raiſed. The Ambaſſadors aided and aſſiſted in the levy 

of 150 Officers and Privates for the ſervice of Tippoo, under the terms and for the 
purpoſes ſtated in the Proclamation. Few of the Officers are of any experience or 
ſkill, and the privates are the refuſe of the democratic rabble of the Iſland: Some 
of them are Volunteers, others were taken from the priſons and compelled co embark : 
ſeveral of them are Caffrees, and people of half caſt. With ſuch of theſe troops as 
were Volunteers, the Ambaſſadors entered into ſeveral ſtipulations and ene, 


in the name of Tippoo. 


On tbe 57th of March 1 798, tbe Ambaſſadors embarked. on. board the Breach 
frigate La Preneuſe, together with the force thus raiſed, and they publicly declared 
an intention of proceeding to the Ile of Bourbon, with the Rove of W more 
recruits for the ſame ſervice. | 


The Proclamation therefore originated in the arrival of the Ambaſſadors at the 
Iſle of France, was diftributed by their Agents, was avowed in every part by their 
own. public declaration, and finally was Raced, according to its nn by their 
perſonal aſſiſtance and co-operation. 


The Proclamation itſelf furniſhes the moſt powerful 05 evidence of the 
concurrence of the ee in all its eſſential parts, the ens facts N 


tterein are:

Upon the ground of theſe facts, the Proclamation recommends a general levy 


of men for the ſervice of Tippoo, and it concludes by aſſuring © all the citizens

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« who ſhall enliſt, that Tippoo will give them an advantageous rate of pay and 
cc allowances, which will be fixed by his Ambaſſadors, who will alſo engage, in the 
« name of their Sovereign, that the Frenchmen who ſhall have enliſted in his army, 
ce ſhall never be detained there, after they ſhall have expreſſed a deſire of returning to 
© their native country.” 2 


The avowed purpoſe of this: proclamation 'is to acquaint the inhabitants of the 
Iſland with the propoſitions made by Tippoo Sultaun, through his Ambaſſadors, on 
the ſpot. It enumerates thoſe propoſitions with a particularity of detail, which could 
never have been-hazarded in the preſence of the Ambaſſadors, if the facts ſtated had 
not been correctly true, or if the propofitions enumerated had varied in ſubſtance 
from thoſe communicated by the Ambaſfadors, under the orders of their Sovereign : 
But the laſt paragraph of the Proclamation, connected with the conduct of the Am- 
baſſadors, as already deſcribed, eſtabliſhes, in the cleareſt manner, their participation 
in the whole tranſaction. That paragraph contains a direct reference to the power 
of the Ambaſſadors, and engages on their behalf, that they ſhall enter into certain 

ſtipulations, .in the name of their. Sovereign, with reſpect to the pay and final diſ- 
charge of ſuch French ſubjects as ſhall enliſt in his army, under the conditions of the 
Proclamation. The accounts which I have received from the Iſle of France concur. 
in ſtating, that the Ambaſſadors openly ated under this part of the Proclamation ;/ 
and in the name of Tippoo, entered into engagements and ſtipulations with the 
recruits, according to the aſſurances ſpecified in the proclamation. Monſieur Dubuc, 
now Mafter Attendant at Mangalore, ſtated to one of the witneſſes whom 1 examined, 
the whole ſubſtance of the engagements which had paſſed perſonally between him and 
the Ambaſſadors, all of which engagements referred immediately to Tippoo's inten- 
tion of commencing war upon the Company, with the aid of the French force then 
about to be levied. It appears from the evidence which I have collected, that the 
Ambaſſadors had not brought to the Iſle of France a ſupply of treaſure ſufficient for 
advancing bounty- money to the recruits. It was ſtated, that an apprehenſion of the 
Engliſh cruizers had prevented the embarkation of treaſure for this purpoſe ; and 
no doubt was entertained, that if the Ambaſſadors had been better provided with 
money, they might have raiſed a much greater number of men, who refuſed to en- 
gage on the mere ſecurity of promiſes in the name of Tippoo. 232 


The Ambaſſadors, together with the force thus collected during the time of 
their miſſion in the Iſle of France, landed from the' frigate La Preneuſe, at Manga- 
lore, on the 26th' of April 1798. Accounts vary with reſpect to the exact number 
of the force landed: the moſt probable are, that it did not exceed two hundred per- 
ſons. Tippoo (far from manifeſting the leaſt ſymptom of diſapprobation of the 
conduct of his Ambaſſadors, in any part of the tranſaction) formally received them, 
and the Officers and leading perſons ſo landed, with public marks of honor and diſ- 
tinction. One of his Ambaſſadors reſided for ſome time with the French Recruits in 
a fortreſs near Mangalore, and the Sultaun has admitted the whole levy of Officers 
and men into his fervice. R | F 
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Referring,” therefore, to the conduct of the Ambaſſadors in the Iſle of France, 
to their arrival at Mangalore with the force levied in conſequence of their miſſion, 
and finally to the reception'of the Ambaſſadors and of the French Recruits by Tippoo 
Sultaun, the following concluſions: appeared to me to be incontrovertibly eſtab · 
liſhed : 5 ö eee e 


Firſt. That the Ambaſſadors diſpatched by Tippoo Sultaun to the Government 
of the Iſle of France, propoſed to that Government an alliance offenſive and defen- 
ſive, againſt the Britiſh Poſſeſſions in India, which alliance was“ accepted by that 
Government, and its acceptance formally notified by a public Proclamation. 


Secondly. That the Ambaſſadors were charged with letters from Tippoo Sultaun 
to the Executive Directory of France; which letters were ſtated to contain the ſame 
propoſitions; and that the Ambaſſadors delivered thoſe letters to the Governor Ge- 
neral of the Iſle of France, for the purpoſe of tranſmiſſion to France. 


Tpbirdly. That the Ambaſſadors, in the name of Tippoo Sultaun, gave public 
afſurances, that he had actually compleated the neceſſary preparations for commencing 
immediate hoſtilities, and that he only waited the arrival of ſuccour from the French, 
to declare war againſt the Company, for the expreſs purpoſe of expelling the Britiſh 
Nation from Inds. e e 


pn; Fourthly. That the Ambaſſadors demanded unlimited military ſuecour from 
the French, and levied a military force in the Iſle of France, with the declared object 
of commencing immediate war againſt the Britiſn Nation in India. 100 


Fiſthiy. That. this force has been actually landed in Tippoo's country, and 
publicly admitted into his ſervice, with ſignal marks of approbation; and that the 
Ambaſſadors have been received with ſimilar diſtinction. 5 | 


Sixthly. That Tippoo Sultaun (by receiving with public marks of approbation 
his Ambaſſadors, who had concluded, in his name, an offenſive and defenſive alliance 
with the French, and by admitting into his ſervice the military force raiſed for effect- 
ing the objects of that alliance) has perſonally ratified the engagements contained in 
the Proclamation of the Governor General of the Iſle of France, and has proceeded 
to act under thoſe engagements, conformably to the tenor of that Proclamation. 

..  Seventhly. - That although the ſuccour actually received by Tippoo Sultaun, 
under his offenfive alliance with the French, is inconſiderable, yet the tenor of the

Although it appears the Government of the Ifle of France, did not actually enter into a formal 
Treaty of defenſive and offenſive Alliance with the Ambaſſadors, by executing regular engagements, 
yet they adopted the more decided meaſure of ſending all the troops they could raife, and "g promiſing 
more for the aid of Tippoo Sultaun, with a view to the expreſs object of that Alliance, and with the fame 
view they diſpatched his Letters to France, and aſſured him that the Alliance would here be formally 


concluded. 
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proclamation, the propoſition made to the-Freneh Government for unlimited military 
aid, and the declarations of the Ambaſſadors prove, that it was the intention of 
Tippoo Sultaun to receive into his ſervice the largeſt force which he could obtain, 
for the purpoſe of commencing a war of aggreſſion againſt the Company in India. 


| Having thus entered into offenſive and defenfive engagements with the enemy, 

having proceeded to collect, in conjunction with the enemy, a force openly deſtined 
to act againſt the poſſeſſions of the Company, having avowed, through his public 
Ambaſſadors, that he has compleated his preparations of war, for the expreſs purpoſe 
of attempting the entire ſubverſion of the Britiſh Empire in India, and having 
declared, that he only waits the effectual ſuccour of the French, to proſecute offenſive 
operations, Tippoo Sultaun has violated the treaties of peace and friendſhip ſubſiſting 
between him and the Company, and has committed an act of direct hoſtility againſt 
the Britiſh Government in India. 


Before I proceed to apply the principles of the law of nations to the conduct of 
Tippoo Sultaun, it appeared proper to enquire, what had been the conduct of the 
Company towards him for ſome years paſt, and whether he had received any pro- 
vocation, to juſtify or to palliate his late proceedings. | 


Since the conclufion of the Treaty of Seringapatam, the Britiſh Governments 
in India have uniformly conducted themſelves towards Tippoo Sultaun, not only 
with the moſt exact attention to the principles of moderation, juſtice, and good 
faith, but have endeavoured, by every practicable means, to conciliate his confi- 
| dence, and to mitigate his vindictive ſpirit. Some differences have occafionally 
ariſen, with reſpect to the boundaries of his territory bordering upon the confines of 
our pofleffions on the Coaſt of Malabar; but the records of all the Britiſh Govern- 
ments in India will ſhew, that they have always manifeſted the utmoſt anxiety to 
promote the amicable adjuſtment of every doubtful or diſputed point, and that 
Tippoo Sultaun has received the moſt unequivocal proofs of the conſtant diſpoſition 
of the Company to acknowledge and confirm all his juſt rights, and to remove 
every cauſe of jealouſy which might tend to interrupt the continuance of peace. 


The ſervants of the Company in India have not, however, been ignorant of 
the implacable ſentiments of revenge which he has preſerved, without abatement, 
ſince the hour of his laſt defeat. It has always been well underſtood, that Tippoo 
Sultaun's reſentment was not to be appeaſed by any conciliatory advances on our 
part, nor by any other means than the recovery of his loſt power, the diſgrace of 
the Britiſh arms, and the ruin of the Britiſh intereſts in India, With ſuch views, 
it was expected that he would eagerly embrace the firſt favorable occaſion of ſtriking 
a blow againſt our poſſeſſions; and his intrigues at the Courts of Hyderabad and 
Poonah, together with his embaſſy to Zemaum Shah (although managed with ſuch 
a degree of caution as to avoid the appearance of direct acts of aggreſſion) were 
ſufficient indications of an hoſtile * none of theſe circumſtances have, 
| 3 in 
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in any degree, affefted the conduct of the Company's ſervants towards him, The 


correſpondence between him and the late Governor General, and the letters from 
Bombay on the ſubject of the diſtrict of Wynaad, furniſh ample proofs of a ſincere 
defire to bring that queſtion to a fair iſſue, . with the conſent and knowledge of both 
porties,” according to the tenor of the 7th article of the Treaty of Seringapatam. 


L appeal to the Letter which I diſpatched to him, ſoon after my arrival in Ben- 
gal, propoſing an amicable adjuſtment of the ſame queſtion, as well as of his recent 
claims upon certain parts of the diſtrict of Coorga, for a teſtimony of the pacific 
ſpirit, which has marked my firſt communication with him, although, perhaps, a leſs 
mild repreſentation might have been juſtified, by his unwarrantable precipitation in 
ſtationing a military force on the frontier of Coorga, before he had made any trial of 
the preſcribed and regular channels of negotiation. Tippoo Sultaun cannot therefore 
allege even the pretext of a grievance, to palliate the character of his recent acts. 
He has indeed alleged none, but has continually profeſſed the moſt ſincere deſire 


to maintain the relations of amity and peace with the Company. In his letters to 


Sir John Shore (written a ſhort time before the return of the Myſorean Ambaſſa- 
dors from the Iſle of France, and received in Fort William on the 26th of April 
1798, the day on which the French force landed at Mangalore) Tippoo declares, 
That his friendly heart is diſpoſed to pay every regard to truth and juſtice, 
and to ſtrengthen the foundations of harmony and concord eſtabliſhed between 


e the two States; and he ſignifies his defire, that Sir John Shore would impreſs 


Lord Mornington with a ſenſe of the friendſhip and unanimity ſo firmly ſubſiſt- 


_ .* ing between the two States.“ 


This is not the language of hoſtility, nor even of diſcontent, From what diſ- 


| 2 in the friendly heart of Tippoo theſe amicable profeſſions have proceeded,

w they are connected with a regard to truth and juſtice, or calculated to ſtrengthen 
the foundations of harmony and concord, and to impreſs me with a ſenſe of the 


Sultaun's friendſhip, can now admit of no queſtion, ſince it is now proved, that 


theſe letters were written at the very moment when Tippoo was in anxious expecta- 
tion of the hourly arrival of that military ſuccour which he had ſolicited from the 


Enemy, for the expreſs purpoſe of commencing a war of aggreſſion againſt the 


Company's poſſeſſions. 


The motive, therefore, of Tippoo Sultaun, was no other than that avowed in 
his correſpondence with the Enemy, and publiſhed under the eyes of his own Am- 


baſſadors, — an ardent defire to expel the Britiſh Nation from India. 


It appears highly probable, that he was inſtigated by the promiſes and exhor- 
tations of the Government of France (whoſe emiffaries have reached his councils) 
to haſten the execution of a preject, in which every confideration of intereſt, and 
every ſentiment of paſſion, would induce the French to embark with a degree of 
zeal, ardor, and rancour, not inferior to his own, mY 


The 
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The importance of theſe poſſeſſions to all the moſt valuable intereſts of Great- 
Britain, has pointed the particular attention of the Government of France to the 


deſtruction of our empire in India. The proſperity of our ſettlements in India has 
long been the primary and undiſguiſed object of the jealouſy of France, avowed by 
all Lee miniſters in every negotiation, and by all her rulers, in every ſtage of her 
innumerable revolutions: Tippoo, therefore, might reaſonably hope, that if the 

ceſſation of hoſtilities on the Continent of Europe ſhould, at any time, enable the 
French Directory to turn their views to the diſturbance of the peace of India, ſuch 


an adventure would be amongſt the earlieſt of their operations. 


The concluſion of a peace upon the Continent of Europe may have appeared, 
both to Tippoo and to the French, to offer a favorable opportunity for the proſecu- 
tion of their joint deſign. The premature diſcloſure of this deſign may perhaps be 
imputed rather to the policy of M. Malartic, than to the imprudence of Tippoo. 
Whether the ſcope of that policy was to involve us in a war with Tippoo; or to 
expoſe his treachery to our view, is yet a matter of doubt; but whatever circum- 
ſtances occaſioned the premature diſcloſure of the deſign, whether the deſign was 
wiſely or raſhly conceived, whether it has partially ſucceeded or entirely failed, are 
queſtions, the ſolution of which, in no degree, affects the offenſive nature of an 
aggreſſion ſo unprovoked, and of a violation of faith ſo flagrant and unqualified. 
The hiſtory of the world ſcarcly furniſhes an inſtance, in which any two Powers 
have united in confederacy or alliance preciſely with the ſame motives. The party 
propoſing an offenſive alliance againſt the Company cannot be abſolved from the 
conſequences of ſuch an act, by any apparent or real indifference in the party ac- 
cepting ſuch a propoſal: the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun, therefore, cannot be cor- 
rectly eſtimated by reference to the ſuppoſed motives of Monſieur Malartic. 


From the application of the acknowledged principles of the law of nations to 
the fas of this caſe, I formed my judgment of the rights of the Company, and 
of my own duties. With reference to the aggreffion of Tippoo, the courle of reaſon- 
ing which I purſued may be ſtated in the following manner: 


The rights of States, applicable to every caſe of conteſt with Foreign Powers, 
are created and limited by the neceſſity of preſerving the public ſafety. This neceſ- 
fity is the foundation of the reciprocal claim of all nations to explanation of ſuſpi- 
cious or ambiguous conduct, to reparation for injuries done, and to ſecurity againſt 


injuries intended. 


In any of theſe caſes, when juſt ſatisfaction has been denied, or from the evi- 
dent nature of circumſtances cannot otherwiſe be obtained, it is the undoubted right 
of the injured party to reſort to arms, for the vindication of the public ſafety; and 
in ſuch a conjuncture, the right of the State becomes the duty of the Govern- 
ment; unleſs ſome material conſideration of the public intereſt ſhould forbid the 


attempt. 
if 
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If the conduct of Tippoo Sultaun had been of a nature which could be termed 
ambiguous or ſuſpicious ; if he had merely increaſed his force beyond his ordinary 
eſtabliſhment, or had ſtationed it in ſome poſition on our confines, or on thoſe of our 
Allies, which might juſtify jealouſy or alarm; if he had renewed his ſecret intrigues 
at the Courts of Hyderabad, Poonah, and Cabul, or even if he had entered into any 
negotiation with France, of which the object was at all obſcure, it might be our duty 
to reſort, in the firſt inſtance, to his conſtruction of proceedings, which being of a 
doubtful character, might admit of a ſatisfactory explanation. But where there is no 
doubt, there can be no matter for explanation. The act of Tippoo's Ambaſſadors, 
ratified by himſelf, and accompanied by the landing of a French force in his country, 
is a public, unqualified, and unambiguous declaration of war, aggravated by an 
_avowal, that the object of the war is neither explanation, reparation, nor ſecurity, but 
the total deſtruction of the Britiſh Government in India. Ts | 


To affect to miſunderſtand an injury or inſult of ſuch a complexion, would argue 

a conſciouineſs, either of weakneſs or of fear; no State in India can miſconftrue the 
conduct of Tippoo; the correſpondence of our refidents at Hyderabad and Poonah 
 ſofficiently manifeſts the conſtruction which it bears at both thoſe Courts; and in fo 
clear and plain a caſe, our demand of explanation would be juſtly attributed, either to 
a defect of ſpirit or of power. The reſult of ſuch a demand would therefore be, the 
diſgrace of our character, and the diminution of our influence and conſideration in 
the eyes of our Allies, and of every Power in India. If the moment ſhould appear 
favorable to the execution of Tippoo's declared deſign, he would anſwer ſuch a de- 
mand by an immediate attack. If, on the other hand, his preparations ſhould not 
be ſufficiently advanced, he would deny the exiſtence of his engagements with 
France, would perſiſt in his denial until he had reaped the full benefit of them, and 
finally, after having completed the improvement of his own army, and received the 
acceſſion of an additional French force, he would turn the combined ſtrength of both 
againſt our poſſeſſions, with an alacrity and confidence inſpired by our ination, and 
with advantages redoubled by our delay. In the preſent caſe, the idea therefore of 
demanding explanation muſt be rejected, as being diſgraceful in its principle and 
frivolous in its object. The demand of reparation, in the ſtrict ſenſe of the term, 
cannot properly be applied to caſes of intended injury, excepting in thoſe inſtances 
where the nature of the reparation demanded may be eſſentially connected with ſecu- 
_ rity againſt the injurious intention. | 


Where a State has unjuſtly ſeized the property, or invaded the territory, or violat- 
ed the rights of another, reparation may be made, by reſtoring what has been unjuſtly 
taken, or by a ſubſequent acknowledgment of the right which has been infringed ; 

but the cauſe of our complaint againſt Tippoo Sultaun, is not that he has ſeized a 
Portion of our property which he might reftore, or invaded a part of our territory 
which he might again cede, or violated a right which he might hereafter acknow- 
ledge ; we complain that, profeſſing the moſt amicable diſpoſition, bound by ſubfiſt- 
ing treaties of peace and friendſhip, and unprovoked by any offence on our part, = 
| , | | 28 
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has manifeſted a deſign to effect our total deſtruction, he has prepared the means and 
inſtruments of a war of extermination againſt us; he has ſolicited and received the aid 
of our inveterate enemy, for the declared purpoſe of annihilating our empire; and 
he only waits the arrival of a more effectual ſuccour to ſtrike a blow againſt our 
exiſtence, E 


That he has not yet received the effectual ſuccour which he has ſolicited, may be 
afcribed either to the weakneſs of the Government of Mauritius, or to their want of 
zeal in his cauſe, or to the raſhneſs and imbecility of his own councils ; but neither 
the meaſure of his hoſtility, not of our right to reſtrain it, nor of our danger from it, are 
to be eſtimated by the amount of the force which he has actually obtained: for we 
know that his demands of military aſſiſtance were unlimited, we know that they werg 
addreſſed, not merely to the Government of Mauritius, but to that of France, and we 
cannot / aſcertain how ſoon they may be ſatisfied, to the full extent of his acknow- 
ledged expectations. This therefore is not merely the caſe of an injury to be repaired, 
but of the public ſafety to be ſecured againſt the preſent and future deſigns of an 
irreconcileable, deſperate, and treacherous enemy. Againſt an enemy of this de- 
ſcription, no effectual ſequrity can be obtained otherwiſe, than by ſuch a reduction of 
his power, as ſhall not only defeat his actual preparations, but eſtabliſh a permanent 
reſtraint upon his future means of offence. e

Honorable Sirs, 3 | 

I, My laſt ſeparate letter to your Honorable Court was dated on the 6th os 
June, at which period I informed you, that I was occupied in framing a 'generat 
ſettlement of the conquered Territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun. In this diſpatch, 
I ſhall ſubmit to your Honorable Court a ſummary abſtract of the principles by 
which my conduct has. been governed in framing. the ſettlement, and of the means 


# 


which I have employed. for carrying it into effect. 


2. From the juſtice and ſucceſs of the late war with Tippoo Sultaun, the 
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Company and the Nizam derived an undoubted right to the diſpoſal of the domi- 
nions conquered by their united arms. This right of conqueſt entitled the Company 
and the Nizam to retain the whole territory in their own hands: the ceſſion of any 
portion of it to any other party might be a conſideration of policy or humanity, but 
could not be claimed on any ground of juſtice or right. Tt Din 


3 The Mahrattas (whatever might have been their diſpoſition) having taken 
no ſhare in the war, had forfeited every pretenſion to the advantages of the peace. 
The numerous progeny of Tippoo Sultaun (even if it had been poflible to adjuſt 
their ſeparate pretenſions to the ſucceſſion) could plead no title, which had not been 
ſuperſeded by the conqueſt of the kingdom; nor was it poſſible, in eſtimating their 
claims, to forget the uſurpation of Hyder Ally, and the ſufferings of the unfortunate 
family, expelled by his crimes from the Throne of Myſore. A lineal deſcendant of 
the ancient houſe of the Rajahs of Myſore till remained at Seringapatam; but what, 
ever might be the hopes of his family, from the moderation and humanity of the 
conquerors, this young Prince could aſſert no right to any ſhare of the conquered 

territory. | FOB A! s ont bis trout EEE 
4+: To the free and uncontrolled exerciſe of the right of congueſt, thus veſted 
in the Company and the Nizam, no obſtacle exiſted in the internal ſtate of the king- 
dom of Myſore. The whole body of the people had manifeſted the moſt favourable 
diſpoſition to ſubmit to our authority: the Commanders of moſt of the principal for- 
treſſes had ſurrendered, or expreſſed their readineſs to ſurrender to our arms; and 
within a few days after the fall of Seringapatam, I was ſatisfied that no difficulty 
would ariſe, from the influence of the Mahomedans introduced into Myſore under 
the reigns of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun. It had been the uniform policy of 
the latter, to deſtroy every veſtige of hereditary right, eſtabliſhed office, or territorial 
poſſeſſion among his ſuhjects, and to concenter, not only the whole authority of the 
State, but the whole conduct of the Government, in his own perſon ; during his 
reign, therefore, bis numerous Mahomedan Chiefs poſſeſſed” neither individual 
weight nor collective force; many of them had fallen at Malavelly, Sedaſere, and 
Seringapatam, during the courſe of the war, and moſt of the ſurvivors, together with 
their families, were actually in the fortreſs of Seringapatam, ſubjected to our diſcre- 
tion, and confiding in the clemency of the Britiſh Government, without union, ſpirit, 
or ſtrength to reſiſt its power. The inclination and temper, both of the ſurviving 
| Chiefs, and of the people, were alſo moſt: happily diſpoſed to receive any new ſettle- 
ment, which might promiſe to. ſecure them againſt the revival of a 1 the 
barbarity and caprice of which has never been ſurpaſſed, even by any of the Maho- 
medan Conquerors of India. RT OTE FVV 


5. In regulating the exerciſe of our right of conqueſt, it appeared to me that 
no principle could more juſtly be aſſumed, than that the original objects of the war 
ſhould conſtitute the baſis of the peace, and of the general ſettlement of our:territorial 


acquiſitions. Theſe objects had been repeatedly declared by the Allies to * a wn 
| ſonable 
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ſonable indernnification' for our expence in the war, and an adequate ſecurity agaiaſt 
the return of that danger, which originally provoked us to arms, 177 

* | * ' 8 ; 
6. With a view to each of theſe juſt and neceſſary objects, it was requiſite 
that the Company and the Nizam ſhould retain a large portion of the conquered ter- 
ritory ; but it required much conſideration to determine the preciſe extent of that 
portion, as well as the juſt rule of partition, The war had not been undertaken in 
purſuit of ſchemes of conqueſt, aggrandizement of territory, or augmentation of 
revenue. In proportion to the magnitude and luſtre of our ſucceſs, it became a more 
urgent duty to remember, that a peace, founded in the gratification of any ambitious 


or inordinate view, could neither be adyantageous, honorable, nor ſecure. 


7. The approved policy, intereſts, and honor of the Britiſh Nation, therefore, 
required that the ſettlement of the extenſive kingdom, ſubjected to our diſpoſal, 
ſhould be forined on principles acceptable to the inhabitants of the conquered terri- 
tories, juſt and conciliatory towards the contiguous Native States, and indulgent to 
every party, in any degree affected by the conſequences of our ſucceſs. 


8. To have divided the whole territory egually between the Company and the 
Nizam, to the excluſion of any other State, would have afforded ſtrong grounds of 
jealouſy to the Mahrattas, and aggrandized Nizam Ally's power, beyond all bounds 
of diſcretion. Under whatever form ſuch a partition could have been made, it muſt 
have placed in the hands of the Nizam many of the ſtrong fortreſſes on the northern 
frontiers of Myſore, and expoſed our frontier, in that quarter, to every predatory 
incurſion. Such a partition would have laid the foundation of perpetual differences, 
not only between the Mahrattas and the Nizam, but between the Company and both 


thoſe Powers. 


| - To have divided the country into three equal portions, allowing the Mah- 
| rattas (who had borne no part in the expence or hazard of the war) an equal ſhare 

with the other two branches of the Triple Alliance, in the advantages of the peace, 
would have been unjuſt towards the Nizam and towards the Company ; impolitic, as 
furniſhing an evil example to our other Allies in India, and dangerous, as affecting a 
conſiderable aggrandizement of the Mahratta Empire, at the expence of the Com- 
pany and the Nizam. This mode of partition, alſo, muſt have placed Chittledroog, 
and ſome of the moſt important northern fortreſſes, in the hands of the Mahrattas, 
while the remainder of the fortreſſes, in the ſame line, would have been occupied by 
the Nizam, and our unfortified and open frontier ia Myſore would have been expoſed 


to the exceſſes of the undiſciplined troops of both Powers. 


10. The Mahbrattas, unqueſtionably, had no claim to any portion of the con- 
quered territory ; and any confiderable extenſion of their empire was objectionable, 
eſpecially when accompanied by the poſſeſſion of ſtrong fortrefles, bordering on che 
line of our frontier ; it was, however, defirable, to conciliate their good will, and 


to offer to them ſuch a portion of territory, as might give them an intereſt in the 
7 new 
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new ſettlement, without offence or injury to the Nizam, and without danger to the 
frontier of the Company's poſſeſſions. On the other hand, it was prudent to limit 


the territory retained in the hands of the Company and of the Nizam, within ſuch 
bounds of moderation, as ſhould bear a due proportion to their reſpective expences 


in the conteſt, and to the neceſſary means of ſecuring the future ſafety of their 


Not received 


reſpective dominions. 


11. For the information of your Honorable Court, I have annexed to this 
difpatch a comparative ſtatement of ſeveral plans for the partition of Tippoo Sul- 
taun's dominions, drawn up under my inſtructions, with a view to the relative in- 
tereſts and power of the Nizam, the Mahrattas, and the Company; to the nature, 
produce, and geographical boundaries of the country; and to the poſition. and 


| ſtrength of the ſeveral fortreſſes and paſſes. An attentive inveſtigation of every 


comparative view of theſe important queſtions, terminated in my deciſion, that the 
eſtabliſhment of a central and ſeparate Government in Myſore, under the protection 
of the Company, and the admiffion of the Mahrattas to a certain participation in 
the diviſion of the conquered territory, were the expedients beſt calculated to recon- 
eile the intereſts of all parties, to ſecure. to the Company a leſs invidious and more 
efficient. ſhare of revenue, reſou commercial advantage, and military ſtrength, 
than could be obtained under any other. deſtribution of territory or power, and to 


afford the.moſt favorable proſpect of general and permanent tranquillity in India, 


132. Having decided theſe leading principles of the new ſettlement, I proceeded 

to determine the rule of diſtribution 2 the reſpective ſhares of the Company, thbe 
Nizam, and the Mahrattas, to fix the moſt eligible poſition for the ceſſions to be 
made to cach party, and to define the limits of the new Government of Myſore, 


13. To the Company's ſhare naturally fell the province of Canara, and the diſ- 
trict of Coimbatoor. and Deramporam, with all the territory lying between your 
poſſeſſions in the Carnatic and thoſe in the Malabar. Theſe acquiſitions appeared 
the moſt eligible, not only on account of their intrinſic value, in point of .produce, 
but as ſecuring an uninterrupted track of territory, from the Coaſt of Coromandel 
to that of Malabar, together with the entire ſea coaſt of the kingdom of Myſore, 
and the baſe of all the eaſtern, weſtero, and ſouthern Ghauts. To theſe, I thought 
it neceſſary to add the forts and poſts forming the heads of all the paſſes above the 


Ghauts, and the Table Land. The poſſeſſion of the baſe of the Ghauts alone, 


formed no effectual barrier for the inhabitants of the low-lands againſt an enemy pof- 
ſeſſing the ſummits of thoſe mountains, and I therefore conſidered the acquiſition of 
all the entrances of the paſſes, ſituated above the Ghauts, to be an eſſential object 
of ſecurity. againſt every poſſible approach of danger from the Table Land. This 
acquiſition derived a further importance, in my opinion, from the means which it 
appeared to afford, of curbing the refractory ſpirit of the Poligars, and of all other 
zurbulent and diſaffected ſubjects in the Carnatic, and on the Coaſt of Malabar; I 


alſo conſidered the diſtricts of Wynaad to be an uſeful poſſeſſion, with a view to the 
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tranquillity of your territories on the latter Coaſt, The laſt addition which I deemed 
it neceflary to make to your ſhare of the conquered dominions, conſiſted of the 
fortreſs, city, and iſland of Seringapatam, the poſſcfion of which would effectually 
ſecure the communication between your territories on both Coaſts, and conſolidate 


all your lines of defence, in every direction. 


14. To the Nizam it appeared moſt expedient to allot the diſtricts of Gooty, 
of Gurrumcondah, bordering on the ceſſions which he acquired by the Peace of 
1792, together with a tract of country, the frontier of which ſhould be drawn 

nearly! along the line of Chittledroog, Sera, Nundidroog, and Kolar, leaving how- 
ever thoſe fortreſſes to the ſouthward, to form the frontier of the new Government 
of Myſore. Nizam Ally certainly could not aſſert any juſt claim to an equal parti- 
cipation with the Company in the advantages of the peace. The operation of the 
6th artiele of the Treaty of Pangul, reſpecting an equal diviſion of conqueſts, was 
limited to the war, which terminated in 1792. Since the Peace of Seringapatam, 
the roth is the only article of the Treaty of Pangul, which can be conſidered to 
continue in force; and no ſubſequent engagements had been contraſted with Nizam 
Ally, which could entitle him to any advantage in the preſent peace, exceeding his 
relative proportion in the expences and exertions of the allied Force during the 
late war. It was, however, deſirable, that the territorial revenue retained in ſove- 
reignty by the Company (after deducting whatever charges might be annexed to the 
tenure) ſhould not exceed Nizam Ally's proportion, and accordingly I determined 
that this principle ſhould be obſerved in the partition, reſerving however to the 
Company, as a juſt indemnification for their ſuperior ſhare in the expences and ex- 
ertions of the war, the principal benefit of whatever advantages might flow from 
any engagements to be contracted with the new Government of Myſore. 


15. For the Mahrattas, I reſolved to reſerve a portion of territory, the reve- 

nues of which ſhould not exceed two-thirds, nor fall ſhort of one-half of the portions 
- retained in ſovereignty. by the Nizam and the Company reſpectively. Confidering 
that any ceſſion to the Peſhwa muſt be viewed as a matter of favor, it appeared to 
me, that the ſhare to be allotted to him was amply ſufficient: it would contain 
Harponelly, Soonda above the Gbauts, Annagoody, part of the diſtrict of Chittle- 
droog, part of Bednore above the Ghauts, and other diſtricts; but the frontier for- 
treſſes of Chittledroog and Bednore would remain for the protection of the new 
Government of Myſore. I alſo determined, that no portion of territory ſhould be 
ceded to the Peſhwa, unconditionally, and that the ceflion ſhould form the baſis of 


a new treaty with the Mahratta Empire, 


16. The territory remaining unoccupied by this plan of partition, would be 
bounded to the northward by a ſtrong line of hill forts and poſts, forming a power- 
ful barrier towards the ſouthern frontiers of Nizam Ally and of the Mahrattas, from 
Punganoor, on the line of the eaſtern, to Bednore, on the line of the weſtern Ghauts, 
and would be entirely ſurrounded to the eaſt, weſt, and ſouth, by the territories of 
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the Company, above and below the Ghauts; the Company alſo holding the fort 
of Seringapatam, in the centre of the Table Land. e

17. The neceſſity now occurred of er wee in what hands the new Go- 
vernment of Myſore ſnould be placed; and although no poſitive right or title to 
the throne exiſted in any party, it ſeemed expedient that my choice ſhould be made, 
between the pretenſions of the family of Tippoo Sultaun, and thoſe of the ancient 


- 


| houſe of the Rajahs of Myſore. 


18. The claims of humanity on both fides, rendered the deciſion a painful 
and ungracious taſk. No alternative remained, but to depoſe the Dynaſty which J 
found upon the throne, or to confirm the Mahommedan Uſurpation, and with it 
the perpetual excluſion and degradation of the legitimate Hindoo Sovereigns of the 
countries. The uſurpation, although not ſanctioned by remote antiquity, had 
ſubſiſted for ſuch a length of time, as to have nearly extinguiſhed the hopes of the 
Hindoo family, and accuſtomed them to the humility of their fortune, while the 
ſons of Tippoo Sultaun, born in the ſtate of royalty, and educated with the proudeſt 
and moſt exalted expectations of ſovereignty and power, would be proportionably 


ſenſible to the ſudden change of their condition, and to the unexpected diſappoint- 


ment of their ſplendid proſpects. In this view of the ſubject, it would have been 
more grateful to my mind (ſecuring a munificent proviſion for the ancient family 
of Myſore) to have reſtored that of Tippoo Sultaun to the throne, if ſuch a re- 
ſtoration could have been accompliſhed, without expoſing Myſore to the perpetual 
hazard of internal commotion and foreign war, and without endangering the ſtability 
* m intended ſettlement of your intereſts, and thoſe of your Allies, in this quarter 
of India. 


109. Since the Peace of Seringapatam, and more eſpecially ſince the year 
1796, the deſtruction of the Britiſh Power in India has formed the favorite and 
- unremitring object of Tippoo Sultaun's hopes and exertions. His haugbty mind 
never could be reconciled to the ſacrifices which he was compelled to make, for 

the purchaſe of peace in 1792, and his increaſing eagerneſs to recover the extenſive 
portion of his dominions, then ceded to the Allies, urged him to purſue a ſyſtematic 
courſe of intrigue againſt the Britiſh Power among all the Native States, and to 
revert to his ancient and hereditary connexion with France, as the only effectual 
means of gratifying either his ambitign or revenge. 2 


20. The proofs which I had obtained, previous to the war, of the nature and 
objects of his machinations, were ſufficient to ſatisfy my judgment: they have ſince 
been corroborated, by the voluminous records diſcovered in the Palace at Seringa- 
patam. It is now inconteſtible, that Tippoo Sultaun's thoughts were perpetually 
intent upon the ruin of the Britiſh Power, that he truſted to have accompliſhed 


our expulſion, by inſtigating the French to invade India, and that he n 
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this unalterable purpoſe, with all the zeal and ardor of paſſionate reſentment and 
vindictive hate, as well as with the ſteadineſs of a deliberate maxim of ſtate. 


21. Perhaps the moſt wiſe policy which Tippoo Sultaun could have purſued, 
would have been to have reſted ſatisfied with the dominions remaining in his hands, 
after the peace of 1792 ; but a policy of ſo moderate and pacific a ſpirit, being 
utterly incompatible with the impetuoſity of his temper, and with the military 
character of his Government, it might be at leaſt a matter of rational ſpeculation, 
whether a cloſe alliance with France (however dangerous in its remote conſequences) _ 
was not his true intereſt, in the actual ſtate of his immediate views and purſuits, 
The poſſeſſion of his loſt dignity, wealth, and power, could not be recovered, with- 
out the conqueſt of a great part of the Company's territories, nor effectually ſecured, 
without the total ſubverſion of the Britiſh intereſts in India. A French army was 
the only inſtrument, by which ſuch an enterprize could be attempted. An alliance 
with France was therefore the neceſſary conſequence of Tippoo Sultaun's reſtleſs, 
but natural defire, to reſtore his Empire to its former ſplendor and ſtrength. In 
addition to his correſpondence with the French at Tranquebar, with thoſe at the 
Iſle of France, and with the Executive Directory at Paris, his embaſſy to Zeman 
Shah, his intrigues at Poonah and Hyderabad, and his correſpondence with Mr, 
Raymond, (all which tranſactions appear diſtinctly in the records diſcovered at 
Seringapatam), furniſh abundant evidence, that his antipathy to the Engliſh was 
the ruling paſſion of his heart, the main fpring of his policy, and the fixed and 
fundamental principle of his councils and government. | 


22. The heir of Tippoo Sultaun muſt have been educated in the ſame princi- 
ples, encouraged to indulge the ſame prejudices and paſſions, and inſtructed to form 
the ſame views of the intereſts and honor of the Throne ef Myſore. Theſe ſenti- 
ments would neceſſarily acquire additional force in his mind, from the iſſue of the 
late war. Our unexampled ſucceſs had ſubverted the foundations of his Father's 
empire, and transferred to our poſſeſſion, every ſource of the civil or military power 
of Myſore ; and placed on the Throne by our favor, and limitted by our control, he 
muſt have felt himſelf degraded to a ſtate of humiliation and weakneſs fo abject, as 
no Prince of ſpirit would brook. Under ſuch an arrangement, our ſafety would 
have required us to retain, at leaſt, all the territory which we now hold by the Par- 
tition Treaty of Myſore. Whatever we retained, muſt have been confidered by this 
Prince as a new uſurpation upon his royal inheritance, and an additional pledge of 
his degradation and diſgrace. In proportion to the reduction of his territory and 
reſources, he would have had leſs to loſe, and more to regain, in any ſtruggle for 
the recovery of his Father's empire; nor does it ſeem unreaſonable to fuppoie, that 
the heir of Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, animated by the implacable ſpirit and 
bold example of his parents, and accuſtomed to the commanding proſpect of inde- 
pendent ſovereignty, and to the ſplendour of military glory, might deliberately 


hazard the remnant of his hereditary poſſeſſions, in purſuit of ſo proud an object, 
| | as 
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as the recovery of that vaſt and powerful empire, which for many years had ren- 
42g his anceſtors the ſcourge of the Carnatic, and the terror of this quarter of 
ndia. | | | 

23. In the moſt narrow view of the ſubject, it muſt be admitted, that the 
Son of Tippoo Sultaun muſt have felt a perpetual intereſt in the ſubverſion of any 
ſettlement of Myſore, founded on a partition of his Father's dominions, and a limita- 
tion of his own independence. If, therefore, a Prince of this race had been placed 
on the Throne of Myſore, the foundation of the new ſettlement would have been 
laid in the very principle of its own diffolution. With ſuch a Prince, no fincere 
alliance, no concord of ſentiment, or union of views, could ever have been efta= _ 
bliſhed: the appearance of amity or attachment muſt have been delufive; even his 
ſubmiſſion muſt have been reluctant, if not treacherous; while all his intereſts, his 
| habits, prejudices, and paſſions, his vices, and even his virtues, muſt have con- 
curred to cheriſh an irreconcileable averſion to our name and power, and an eager 
defire to abet the cauſe, and to exaſperate the animoſity, and to receive the aid of 
every enemy of the Britiſh Nation. Whatever degree of influence or ſtrength might 
have been left to the Native Government of Myſore, in ſuch hands, would always 
have been thrown into the ſcale oppoſed to their intereſts. The hoftile power of 
Myſore would have been weakened, but not deſtroyed: an Enemy would have ſtill 
remained in the centre of your poſſeſſions, watching every occaſion to repair the miſ- 
fortunes of his family, at their expence, and forming a point of union, for the 
machinations of every diſcontented faction in India, and for the intrigues of every 
emiſlary of the French. | 4 


24. Under theſe circumſtances, the ſame anxiety for the ſecurity and repoſe 
of your poſſeſſions, which originally compelled me to reduce the power of Tippoo 
Sultaun, now appeared to require, that I ſhould provide effectually againſt the revi- 


val, in any degree, of a ſimilar danger in the perſon of his Son. 


22835. On the other hand, the reſtoration of the deſcendant of the ancient Rajahs 
of Myſore was recommended, by the ſame courſe of reaſoning which excluded the 
heir of the Uſurpation. | a 


26. The indignities which the depoſed family of Myſore had ſuffered, eſpeci- 
ally during the cruel and tyrannical reign of Tippoo Sultaun, and the ſtate of degra- 
dation and miſery to which they had bren reduced, muſt naturally excite a ſentiment 
of gratitude and attachment in their minds, towards that Power which ſhould nor 
only deliver them from oppreſſion, but raiſe them to a ſtate of conſiderable affluence 
and diſtinction. Between the Britiſh Government and this family, an intercourſe of 
friendſhip and kindneſs had ſubſiſted; in the moſt deſperate criſis of their adverſe 
fortune, they had formed no connexion with your enemies. Their elevation would 
be the ſpontaneous act of your generoſity, and from your ſupport alone, could they 


ever hope to be maintained upon the Throne, either againſt the family of Kg ee 
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Sultaun, or againſt any other elaimant, They muſt naturally view, with an eye of 
jealouſy, all the friends of the uſurping family, and conſequently be adverſe to the 
French, or to any State connected with that family, in its hereditary hatred of the 
Britiſh Government. The heir of the Rajah of Myſore, if placed on the Throne, 
muſt feel that his continuance in that ſtation depended on the ſtability of the new 


ſettlement in all its parts; it muſt therefore be his intereſt to unite, with cordiality 


and zeal, in every effort neceſſary to its harmony, efficiency, and vigour. The effect 
of ſuch an arrangement of the affairs of Myſore would not be limited to the mere 
deſtruction of the hoſtile power which manaced our ſafety: in the place of that 
power, would be ſubſtituted one whoſe intereſts and reſources might be abſolutely 
identiſied with our own ; and the kingdom of Myſore, ſo long the ſource of cala- 
mity or alarm to the Carnatic, might become a new barrier of our defence, and 
might ſupply freſh means of wealth and ſtrength to the Company, their ſubjects, and 


Allies. | 


27. In addition to theſe, motives of policy, moral conſiderations, and ſenti- | 


ments of generoſity-and humanity, favoured the reſtoration of the ancient family of 
Myſore. Their high birth, the antiquity of their legitimate title, and their long 
and unmerited ſufferings, rendered them peculiar objects of compaſſion and reſpect ; nor 
could it be doubted, that their Government would be both more acceptable and more. 


indulgent than that of the Mahomedan Uſurpers, to the maſs of the inhabitants of 


the country, compoſed almoſt entirely of Hindoos. 


28. Theſe conſiderations induced me to adopt the reſolution of preferring the 


deſcendant of the Rajahs of Myſore to the Heir of Tippoo Sultaun. 


29. 1 determined, at the ſame time, to grant to the families of Hyder Aly and 
Tippoo Sultaun, a more munificent maintenance than either had enjoyed during the 
late reign, and to provide with the ſame liberality for all the Mahomedan Officers 
and Chiefs of the State, who had ſurvived the Sultaun, and for the families of all 


Thoſe who had fallen in the courſe of the war. 


30. For the accompliſhment of a ſettlement founded on the principles which 
I have had the honor to detail to your Honorable Court in the preceding paragraphs, 
I iſſued a ſpecial commiſhon, on the 4th of June, appointing Lieutenant General 
Harris, the Honorable Colonel Welleſley, the Honorable Henry Welleſley, Lieutenant 
Colonel William Kirkpatrick, and Lieutenant Colonel Barry Cloſe, Commiſſioners for 
affairs of Myſore, with the ample powers ſpecified in the commiſſion ; and I named 
Captains Malcolm and Munro to be Secretaries, and Mr. Golding and Lieutenant 
Charles Paſley, Aſſiſtant Secretaries to the Commiſſion. As the favorable ſtate of the 
country had rendered my preſence at Seringapatam unneceflary, I accompanied the 
Commiſſion with inſtructions, directing the Commiſſioners to proceed, without delay, 
to lay the foundations of the new arrangement ; and for the purpoſe of precluding 
the intrigues of the Natives, and of all the great intereſts which were in ſuſpence, 


TI enjoined the Commiſhoners and their Secretaries to take an oath of ſecrecy, in

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order that no part of my plan might tranſpire, until the arrangements for its accom- 
-Pliſiment had been completed. | | | 12 


31. The Commiſſioners aſſembled at Seringapatam on the 8th June, and

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under my inſtructions, the firſt ſtep taken by them was to make proviſion for the 
ſurviving Officers. and Chiefs of the late Sultaun, and for the families of thoſe ſlain 
during the campaign, the particulars of this arrangement will appear in the letter of 
the Commiſſioners of the 12th June, an extract of which is annexed to this dif- | 
patch, I am happy to inform your Honorable Court, that this meaſure produced 
the moſt ſalutary effect, in tranquillizing the minds of the principal Mahomedans 
remaining in Myſore, and in placing the clemency and generoſity of the Britiſh Go- 
vernment in the moſt-conſpicuous and honorable light. It was determined, that 
Meer Kummer ud Deen-ſhould be ſettled at Gurrumcondah, with a Jabgire from the 
Nizam, and another from the Company. This arrangement having bcen concluded, 
Kummer ud Deen departed from Seringapatam on the 19th June, with many expreſ- 
fions of gratitude towards the Company's Government. The Brahmin, Purneah, 


who had been the principal financial miniſter of the late Sultaun, having given 


ſatisfactory proofs of his readineſs to ſerve the new Government in the ſame capacity, 


it was determined that he ſhould be appointed Dewan to the young Rajah of Myſore. 


32. The next proceeding of the Commiſſioners, in purſuance of my directions, 


was to undertake the painful, but neceſſary taſk, of removing the families of Hyder 
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Ally and Tippoo Sultaun from Seringapatam to the Carnatic. The details of this 
proceeding will appear in the letter from the Commiſſioners of the 19th of June. I had 
previouſly given orders that the fortreſs of Vellore ſhould be prepared for the recep- 
tion of the families; and I had appointed Lieutenant Colonel Doveton to the com- 
mand of that fortreſs, and had alſo entruſted him with the payment of the ſtipends 
allotted to both families, directing him to ſpare no reaſonable expence in providing 
for their accommodation, on a ſcale ſuitable to their former rank and expectations. 
The four Princes, Futteh Hyder, Abdul Kawlik, Moyen-o-Deen, and Mohu-0-Deen, 
with their families, arrived at Vellore: on the 12th of July: They expreſſed their 
ſatisfaction in the accommodations provided for them. The remainder of the families

33. Previouſly to the departure of the Princes from Seringapatam, the Com- 
miſſioners had cautiouſly abſtained from all intercourſe with the family of the Rajah 
of Myſore ; but as ſoon as the four elder Sons of the late Sultaun had left the capital, 
the Commiſſioners paid a vifit to the young Rajah, whom they found, with others of 
his perſecuted family, in a condition of poverty and humiliation, which excited the 
ſtrongeſt emotions of compaſſion. It was determined to fix the reſidence of the 
Rajah in the ancient town of Myſore, as being the moſt eligible ſituation for the ſear 
of his Government. | | 


34. On 
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34. On the 5th of June, I had furniſhed the Commiſſioners with the firſt 
draft of a treaty between the Company and his Highneſs the Nizam, for the partition 
of Myſore; and having received the fulleſt communication of their ſentiments, and 
of thoſe of Meer Allum, on the ſubject, I made ſuch alterations as appeared to be 
adviſable. On the 22d June, this treaty was executed by the Commiſſioners and 
Meer Allum, at Seringapatam, and ratified by me, in Council, at Fort St. George, on 
the 20th of the ſame month, and by His Highneſs the Nizam, at Hyderabad, on 
the 13th July. It is annexed to this diſpatch, under the title of ++ The Partition Freaty 
of Myſore,” and is accompanied by a Memorial, explanatory of its ſeveral proviſions, 
the ſubſtance of which, however, I have already had the honor to ſubmit to you, in 
the preceding paragraphs of this letter. I have alſo added, for the information of 
2 Honorable Court, a map of the Partition of the 22d of June 1799, conſtructed 

y Captain Mackenzie, and ſeveral documents relating to the revenues of - Myſore, 
furniſhed by Captain Macleod from the records at Seringapatam, together with a 
map conſtructed by Captain Marriott, containing a view of the new diviſton of the 
country lately introduced by Tippoo Sultaun, 


35. On the goth of June, the Rajah of Myfore was formally placed on the 
Muſnud by the Commiſſioners, affiſted by Meer Allum The letter of the Commiſ- 
fioners, containing an account of this intereſting and affecting ceremony, is annexed 


to this diſpatch. 


6. On the 8th of June, I had forwarded to the Commiſſioners the firſt draft 
of the Subſidiary Treaty to be concluded between the Company and the Rajah of 
Myſore. After an ample diſcuſſion with the Commiſſioners (who had communicated 
the whole arrangement to the Brahmin, Purneah, and conciliated his co operation) 
and after the adoption of ſeveral alterations, this treaty was executed in the fortreſs 

of Nuzzerbah, near Seringapatam, by the Commiffioners, and certain-proxies on the 
part of the young Rajah, on the 8th of July, and ratified by me, in Council, on the 
23d July, under the title of © The Subſidiary Treaty of Seringapatam :” It forms N? 
of the papers annexed to this diſpatch. Although the treaty is accompanied by an 
explanatory Memorial, I ſhall, in this place, requeſt the attention of your Honorable 
Court, to the main principle upon which its ſtipulations are founded. 


37. In framing this engagement, it was my determination to eſtabliſh the moſt 
unqualified community of intereſts between the Government of Myſore and the Com- 
pany, and to render the Rajah's northern frontier, in effect, a powerful link of our 
fence. With this view, I have engaged to undertake the protection of his country 
in conſideration. of an annual ſubſidy of ſeven lacks of ſtar pagodas; but recollecting 
the inconveniencies and embarraſſments which have ariſen to all parties concerned, 
under the double Governments and conflifting authorities, unfortunately eſtabliſhed 
in Oude, the Carnatic, and Tanjore, I relolved to reſerve to the Company the moſt 
extenſive and indiſputable powers of interpoſition in the internal affairs of Myſore, 
as well as an unlimited right of aſſuming the direct management of the country, and 

ot 
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of requiring extraordinary aid, beyond the amount of the fixed ben, aun! in 
time of war, or of preparation for hoſtility. 


88. Under this arrangement, I truſt that I ſhall be enabled to command the 
whole reſources of the Rajah's territory, to improve its cultivation, to extend its 
commerce, and to ſecure the welfare of its inhabitants. It appeared to me a more 
candid and liberal, as well as a more wiſe policy, to apprize the Rajah diſtinctly, at 
the moment of bs acceſſion, of the exact nature of his dependence on the Company, 
than to leave any matter for future doubt or diſcuſſion, The right of the Company 
to eſtabliſh ſuch an arrangement, either as _—— the Rajah or the kink "oo 
already been ſtated in this diſpatch. 


39. U entertain a ſanguine expectation, that the Rajah and bis Miniſters, being 
fully apprized of the extenſive powers reſerved to the Company, will chearfully adopt 
ſuch regulations, as ſhall render the actual exerciſe of thoſe Powers unneceſſary. 
Much indulgence will be required at the commencement of the new Government ; 
and it is my intention to abſtain from any preſſure upon the Rajah's finances, which 
by embarraſſing them, might tend to the impoveriſhment of the country, and to the 


diftreſs of the people. 


40. Soon after the enthronement of the Rajah, the Brahmin, bn was

43. "The concluſion, within one month, of two treaties, ſo extenſive in their 
conſequences and complicated in their derails, together with all the ſubordinate ar- 
rangements connected with this important ſettlement, will appear a more extraor- 
dinary effort of diligence and ability, when it is remarked, that reference was neceſſa- 
Tily made to me at Fort St. George, in every flage of che buſineſs. It will alſo be 
fatisfaQtory to your Honorable Court to obſerve, that the whole arrangement has been 
conducted, at Seringapatam, with a ſpirit of humanity and liberality, which cannot 
| fail to conciliate the good-will of the inhabitants of Myſore, 


44. The command of Seringapatam will remain in the hands of „ 
eſley.

leſley. It is a truſt of great delicacy and importance, which it is my duty to re- 
poſe in a perſon of approved military talents and integrity, and to ſuperintend with 


peculiar vigilance and care. 


435. Although I ſhall deem it prudent to detain the army in the field for a ſbort 
period of time, I have the ſatisfaction to aſſure your Honorable Court, that far the 
greater part of the dominions of the late Tippoo Sultaun is now in a ſtate of perfect 


tranquillity, 


46. A detachment of the army of Bombay took poſſeſſion of Mangalore on 
the 4th of June; and the Province of Canara, with the exception of the fortreſs of 
Jemaulabad, appeared diſpoſed to ſubmit chearfully to our authority. I have little 
doubt, that the commanding officer of Jemaulabad will ſoon be induced to ſurrender 
to the Company's arms: in any event, however, he will be reduced, without diffi- 
culty : in this confidence, a Collector has been appointed for the province of Canara, 


47. The remainder of the Territory allotted to the Company in Coimbatoor 
has paſſed into our hands without any difficulty, and Collectors have been appointed 
for the adminiſtration of the revenue. The fort of Gurumcondah is in the poſſeſſion of 
his Highneſs the Nizam, and thoſe of Sera and Chittledroog are now garriſoned by 
the Britiſh troops. Some diſturbances have taken place in Bednore, in which province 
an adventurer had aſſembled a banditti, which had diſtreſſed the inhabitants of the 
country. A diviſion of the army being now on its progreſs towards Bednore, I have 
every reaſon to expect that the commotions in that quarter will ſpeedily be quelled.

ſaid Highneſs has given full power and authority to the Right Honorable Richard,

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Earl of Mornington, Governor General for all the Forces and Affairs of the Britiſh 
Nation in India, to conduct and order the intereſts of his Highneſs in the ſaid poſ- 
ſeſſions, and to conclude ſuch an arrangement thereof, as ſhall appear to his Lordſhip 
to be moſt expedient for the ſecurity and welfare of the country, and for the common 
benefit of the Allies; now know ye, that for the more ſpeedy conclufion of ſuch a 
ſalutary arrangement, and for the reſtoration of order and tranquillity, by the ſettle- 
ment of the ſaid conquered territories, I, the faid Richard, Earl of Mornington, 
Governor General, as aforeſaid, do hereby conſtitute, nominate, and appoint, Lieu-

for the immediate adminiſtration. and ſettlement thereof: The ſaid Commiſſioners to 


be, nevertheleſs, ſubje& to ſuch orders and inſtructions as they ſhall, from time to 


time, receive from me, and regularly to report their proceedings to me, keeping an 


exact diary, or daily record thereof, under the ſignature of one of their Secretaries. 


And I do hereby empower the ſaid Commiſſioners to hold their meetings at ſuch 
places, either within the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, or elſewhere, as they 
hall judge moſt convenient, and to adjourn, from time to time, and to change the 


place of their meeting, according to the exigency of the public ſervice. And I 
authorize and direct the ſaid Commiſſioners to communicate, from time to time, 
with Meer Allum Bahauder, touching the objects of this Commiſſion.

Mr. Edward Golding to be Aſſiſtant Secretary to the ſaid Commiſſion, during my 
pleaſure.

act in the execution of any of the powers or truſts veſted in them by this Com- 


miſſion, ſave only the power of adminiſtering the oath herein-after mentioned, he or 
they ſhall ſeverally take and ſubſcribe the following oath ; that is to fay :

Which ' oath, any two of the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall, and are hereby em- 
powered to adminiſter to the others of them.

And I'do hereby empower and direct the faid Commiſſioners to 
take charge and render an exact account to me, of all ſuch public property as has 
been, or ſhall be found, within the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, and alſo 
to collect and bring to account, all ſuch arrears of revenue, and all ſuch ſums of 
money, as were due to the Sircar on the 4th of May 1799, or have, or ſhall become 
due to the Government ot the Allies, from and after that day. Provided always, 
that this order ſhall not be conſtrued to prevent or impede the diſtribution among 
the Allied Army, of the prize taken in the fort of Seringapatam on the 4th May, 
according to the general order iſſued by the Governor General in Council, under date 
the | > : and provided alſu, that nothing contained in this 
Commiſſion ſhall be deemed to preclude the right of the captors of any fort or place, 
taken on or before the ſaid 4th day of May 1799, to obtain from the Commiſſioners 
an atteſted account of the public property contained therein, in order that the claims 
of all ſuch captors may be heard and determined by the Governor General in 
Council, or by the Honorable the Court of Directors, or by His Majeſty in Council, 
according to the nature of the caſe, And I do hereby authorize and direct the

leading Muſſulmans, you ſhould immediately enter into ſuch ſpecific engagements, 
as ſhall preclude the poſſibility of any alarm in their minds, with reſpe& to their 
ſitvation and proſpects, under any new arrangement of the country, | 


4. I rely on your diſcretion to conclude ſuch an arrangement, with as little 
burthen to the finances of the Company as circumftances will admit. The whole 
body of Tippoo's Sirdars ought not to become an exclufive charge upon the Com- 
pany. They muſt be employed and provided for by the Allies, and by the Rajah 
of Myſore, collectively : the families of the Sirdars flain during the campaign, muſt 
alſo be provided for in the ſame manner. 


The Kelledars, who have ſurrendered, and thoſe who ſtill hold forts in theje 
poſſeſſion, ſhould be paid their arrears for the month of April at leaſt, with their 
pay for the month of May, and for as long a time as we may leave them in charge 
of their forts. On diſmiſſing any of them, liberal gratuities ſhould be given them, 
for the purpoſe of conciliation, All theſe charges may hereafter be adjuſted be- 


tween the Allies. 
6. As ſoon as you ſhall judge that your arrangements with the remnant of the 


Muſſulman intereſt are in ſufficient forwardneſs, you will proceed to take the neceſ—- 


ſary meaſures for removing the family of the Sultaun. The details of this painful, 
but indiſpenſable meaſure, cannot be entruſted to any perſon more likely to combine 
every office of humanity with the prudential precautions required by the occaſion, 
than Colonel Welleſley; and I therefore commit to his diſcretion, activity, and hu- 
manity, the whole arrangement, ſubject always to ſuch ſuggeſtions, as may be of- 
fered by the other members of the Commiſion. I have appointed Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Doveton to take the command of the fortreſs of Vellore, which is deſtined for 
the future reſidence of the Sultaun's family. Colonel Doveton is alſo appointed 
Pay-maſter of Stipends to the family; and he has been directed to make every poſ- 
ſible preparation for their accommodation at Vellore. After their arrival, no reaſon- 
able expenſe will be ſpared, to render their habitation ſuicable to their former rank 
and expectations; and it is my intention to give them a liberal pecuniary allowance, 
Colonel Welleſley will judge, whether it may. be neceſſary to give either to the whole 
or to any branch of the family, any ſpecific aſſurance of the exact amount of the 
ſums to be allotted to them, reſpectively. If any ſuch particular explanation ſhould 
appear neceflary for their ſatisfaction, I authorize you to make the allotment of ſti- 
pend to each of them, as well for the eſtabliſhment of the Zenana, provided that 
the total ſum for the maintenance of the whole family be not ſtated at more than 
three, or at the utmoſt four lacs of pagodas. The Sons of the late Sultaun may 
be accompanied by ſuch attendants as they may ſelect, provided the number be not 
ſo great as to endanger the public tranquillity, or to form a point of union for the 
adherents of the late Sultaun. It might be deſirable, that Ali Reza ſhould accom- 
pany the Princes, as he appears to be — to the intereſts of the Company, and 
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3 in at the ſame time to entertain conſiderable affection for the Prinees. The females and 


children of the ſeveral families muſt follow the Princes, as ſpeedily as poſſible. Co- 
lonel Welleſley, in my name, will give the moſt unequivocal aſſurances of protec- 
tion and indulgence to every branch of the family; and at a proper time, he will 
deliver the letters for the four eldeſt Sons of Tippoo, forwarded by the Perſian 
Tranſlator to Mr. Henry Welleſley. If General Harris ſhould be at Seringapatam, 
or within reach of it, I am perſuaded that his humanity will induce him to exert 
every effort to mitigate all the rigorous parts of this revolution in Myſore, which 1 
feel myſelf bound, by every principle of duty towards the Britiſh intereſts in India, to 
accompliſh without delay. - | 


7. have learned, with the utmoſt degree of ſurprize and concern, that the 
*Tenana in tne Palace of the Sultaun was ſearched for treaſure, fome time after the 
capture of the place: I could have wiſhed, for the honour of the Britiſh name, that 
the apartments of the women had not been diſturbed. In the heat and confuſion 
of an aſſault, ſuch exceſſes are frequently unavoidable; but I ſhall for ever lament, 
that this ſcene ſhould have been acted long after the conteſt had ſubfided, and when 
the whole place had ſubmitted to the ſuperiority of our victorious arms. If any per- 
ſonal ornaments, ot other articles of value, were taken from the women in that un- 
fortunate moment, I truſt that the Commander in Chief will make it his buſineſs to 
vindicate the humanity of the Britiſh Character, by uſing the moſt zealous exertions 
to obtain a full reſtitution of the property in queſtion, | 

8. After this obſervation, it is ſuperfluous to add my moſt anxious expecta- 
tion, that the utmoſt degree of care will be taken to ſecure the perſonal property of 
the Princes and of the women, when the period of their removal ſhall arrive. 


9. You will of courſe apply to the Commander in Chief, for ſuch an eſcort as 
may be neceſſary to convey the family of Tippoo to the place of their deſtination; 
and you will arrange the time and mode of their departure, ſo as to preclude the 

Mbility of any commotion or eſcape. It is defirable, that ſome Officer, converſant 
in the language, manners, and cuſtoms of the Natives, and of approved humanity, 
ſhould accompany the Princes, until Lieutenant Colonel Doveton can meet them. 
His qualifications for the truſt which I have repoſed in him, are too well known to 
require any illuſtration. | 


; 10. In exerciiing the general powers veſted in you by the accompanying Com- 
miſſion, I deſire that you will not interfere in the management of the province of 
' Canara, until you ſhall receive further inſtructions from me. I have directed Gene- 
ral Stuart to make a temporary arrangement for the Government of that province; 
and until I ſhall have received his report, I cannot decide the ſyſtem of meaſures, 
moſt eligible to be adopted in that quarter. You will apprize the Commiſſioners, 
whoſe power is ſuperceded by this new Commiſſion, of my entire approbation of 
their ſervices; and you will return them my thanks accordingly. 


11. The 
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11. The preſent regulation is founded on an opinion, that the Commander in Enel oſure in 


Chief may not always be at liberty to act in a political capacity, and that he may 
not be able to ſpare more than one of his confidential ſtaff from about his perſon. 
My ſelection of Lieutenant Colonel Clofe has been directed, not only by my know- 
ledge of his extraordinary talents, proficiency in the native languages, and expe- 
rience in the native manners and cuſtoms, but my determination to eſtabliſh him in 
the important office of Reſident with the Rajah of Myſore, as ſoon as that Prince 
ſhall be placed on the Muſnud. You will obſerve, that the Commiſſion enjoins all 
the Commiſſioners, and perſons employed under them, to take an oath of ſecrecy, 
previouſly. to their entering upon their functions; you will therefore communicate a 
copy of the Commiſſion to any member, who may happen to be abſent from Se- 
ripgapatam when the diſpatch ſhall arrive: but the contents of this diſpatch muſt 
not be communicated. by the perſon to whom it is addreſſed, to any perſon who 
ſhall not have taken the oath of ſecrecy preſcribed in the Commiſſion, excepting 
Meer Allum. 


12. It has occurred to me, that the removal of your meetings to Bangalore 
might have an uſeful effect, in drawing the multitude of Muſſulmans from Serin- 
gapatam. This would enable the Commandant of the fort to: commence the repair 
or improvement of the fortifications, and to proceed in clearing the place, and 
making it ſtrictly a military ftation. I recommend the earlieſt poſſible attention to 
this meafure, as being of eſſential importance to our ſecurity in Myſore.

And whereas it has pleaſed Almighty God to proſper the juſt cauſe of the ſaid 
Allies, the Honorable Engliſh Company Behauder and His Highneſs Nizam ud 
Dowlah Aſoph Jah Bahauder, with a continued courſe of victory and ſucceſs, and 
finally to crown their arms, by the reduction of the capital of Myſore, the fall of 
Tippoo Sultaun, the utter extinction of his power, and the unconditional ſubmiſſion 
of his people; and whereas the ſaid Allies, being diſpoſed to exerciſe the right of 
conqueſt, with the ſame moderation and forbearance which they have obſerved from 
the commencement to the concluſion of the late ſucceſsful war, have reſolved to ute 
the power which it has pleaſed Almighty God to place in their hands, for the pur- 
9 of obtaining reaſonable compenſation for the expences of the war, and of eſtab- 
iſhing permanent ſecurity, and genuine tranquillity, for themſelves and their ſubjects, 
as well as for all the Powers contiguous to their reſpective dominions: wherefore a 
treaty, for the adjuſtment of the territories of the late Tippoo Sultaun, between the

Sir, | 
I have the pleaſure to lay before you an abſtract of the Jummabundy, and a Liſt 
of the ſeveral Forts of the late Tippoo Sultaun. As he had given new names to all 
Forts, and the reſidence of his Aſiphs, the proper, or former name, is affixed to each 
Diviſion and Fort, for the convenience of geographical information. 


The Sultaun's miſtaken ſyſtem of Revenue Collection, operated in a great degree 
towards reducing his receipts, by his having increaſed the number of Aumildarries to 
ten times as many as had uſually been the-proportion under all former Governments 


of the Myſore Dominions. 


The Sultaun raiſed his Jummabundy, in the year 1795, by adding about nineteen 
Lacks of Canteria Pagodas to his former Jumma : But this increaſe was only ideal; 
as I am informed by men, of whoſe veracity I have a high opinion, that ſince the 
year 1792, his receipts were annually from twenty-five to thirty-five Lacks of Can- 
teria Pogodas. His actual annual Diſburſements are eſtimated at forty Lacks of Can- 
teria Pagodas, ſince the Treaty of 1792 ; ſo that it appears, a conſiderable portion of 
his expences muſt have been taken from the treaſure collected by his Father. 


All the Afiphs and Aumildars under his Government were Moormen, who were 
ſeldom choſen for any other reaſon than their being Mahomedans ; and although 
the whole of them had ar! oath of fidelity adminiſtered to them, the embezzlement of 
Public Revenue, by the ſeveral claſſes of Servants, is ſuppoſed to have amounted 
annually to fifteen or twenty Lacs of Canteria Pagodas. The Jagheers for the ſup- 
port of Troops, which amount to about five Lacks of Canteria Pagodas, do not ap- 
pear in the ſtatement: The valuation of them is included in the Revenue,

LETTER from the GovERNOR GENERAL. to the Count of DirxtcToRs, 
dated 3d Auguſt, 1798; continued from Page 197. 


438. The advantages reſulting to your intereſts, from the recent ſettlement of 
Myſore, are ſufficiently obvious, as they appear in the preceding parts of this diſ- 
patch, and in the papers which accompany it. It may not, however, be uſeleſs to 

ſubmit to your Honorable Court, in a connected form, a general view of the whole 
of this important queſtion, together with the reflections which have ariſen in my 
mind, from an anxious and aſliduous attention to every branch of the ſubject. 


49. Since the firſt war with Hyder Ally, the tranquillity of your poſſeſſions has 
been continually menaced by the power of Myſore. Even in the intcrvals of peace 
which have ſuceeeded to the ſeveral wars in which the Company has been engaged 
with Hyder Ally and Tippoo Sultaun, your ſecurity in the Carnatic has ever been 

recarious. During the ceſſation of actual hoſtilities, the deſigns of the Sovereign of 
Myſore have ſtill continued uniformly hoſtile, and his means of executing them have 
always remained confiderable, while the degrees of your ſafety have fluctuated with 
the ſtate of your military eſtabliſhments and preparations, and with the diſtribution 
of your force. | | 


50. The baneful effects of this perpetual ſtate of uncertainty and ſolicitude, 
have been felt, not only in the decay of agriculture, and of the arts of peaceful in- 
duſtry on the Coaſt of Coromandel, and in the rebellious ſpirit of certain deſcriptions 
of your ſubjects on that Coaſt, and on the Coaſt of Malabar, but occafionally, 
throughout all India, in the diminution of the Britiſh influence and conſideration at 
foreign Courts, in the riſing hopes of the turbulent and diſaffected, and in the decline 
of public and private credit, ſhaken by repeated rumours of war, and by the conſtant 
neceſſity of guarding againſt ſurprize, from the ſudden aggreſſion of an enemy, 
whom no clemency or moderation could conciliate, and no faith could bind. 
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51. The reduction of Tippoo Sultaun's power and reſources, effected by the | 
Treaty of Seringapatam in 1792, had weakened, but not extinguiſhed, the cauſe of 


_ theſe complicated evils. Soon after the concluſion of peace, this cauſe and its ef- 
feats appear to have recovered a conſiderable degree of activity and vigour, until, 
in the year 1796, the intrigues and military movements of Tippoo Sultaun com- 


pelled the Government General to aſſemble the army on the Coaſt of Coromandel, 
and in Autumn of 1797, ſuch apprehenſions were juſtly entertained of his defigns 
and power, as induced the Government of Fort St. George to abandon the profecu- 
tion of an expedition ably planned, intimately connected with your intereſts, and 
which had already brought a heavy charge on your finances. EET 


52. Judicious indeed, and provident, was the policy which dictated the re- 
linquiſhment of that enterprize, ſince ſubſequent diſcoveries and events have mani- 
feſted the great probability (if not the abſolute certainty) that the departure of 


the large force deſtined for Manilla would have proved a ſignal to the watchful 


vengeance of Tippoo Sultaun to invade the Carnatic, even without waiting for the 
aid of a French force, the aſſiſtance of which might not, perhaps, have appeared to 
him neceſſary, during the abſence of a conſiderable portion of our army. 


53. But che apprehenſion of the deſigns and movements of the power of My- 


" (ned never, perhaps, been more anxiouſly or more juſtly entertained, than be- 
tween the months of June and September 1798. It cannot be denied, that during 


that period, your intereſls were menaced by a combination of the moſt ſerious 

dangers. The anxiety and fears hitherto entertained, with regard to the defigns of 
Tippoo Sultaun, were now confirmed, by a certain knowledge of his having actu- 
ally propoſed to the French, projects of the moſt extenſive hoſtilty againſt your 


Poſſeſſions in India. The alarm, as well as the danger, were conſiderably aggra- 


vated by the formidable preparations of the French in the Mediterranean, by the 
apparently deſperate ſtate of our alliances in the Decan, and by the peculiar ſitua- 
tion of the Court of Hyderabad, ſubjected to the will of a powerful French army 


and French faction. 


4. The fituation of our Allies at this period of general deſpondency, is now 
well known to your Honorable Court; it will therefore be ſufficient, in this place, 


to obſerve, that the degree of danger, with which the Nizam and Peſhwa were 


threatened by the impending ſtorm, exceeded that which menaced our poſſeſſions. 
It is true, that Tippoo Sultaun's views againft the Courts of Poonah and Hyderabad 


| were oſtenſibly limited to the recovery of the ceſſions made by him to thoſe Powers 


in 1792; but it cannot be doubted, that his ambition and rapacity would have 


bas ented with the progreſs of his victories, and his revenge was not of a temper 
to a a 11471 


mitigated by ſucceſs. 


3 Honorable Court is apprized of the changes which ſucceſſively and 


rapidly 
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rapidly took place in the condition of our alliances, and of our army, ſubſtituting 
at Hyderabad, in place of a French faction and a French army, Britiſh influence 
and a conſiderable Britiſh force, and producing, ultimately, the happy reſtoration of 
confidence and energy among your ſervants at Fort St. George: it is, therefore, 
unneceſſary to dwell on that part of the ſubject; but it may be expedient to advert 
to the tate of the general expectations, at different periods of time previous to the 
war, and to compare our actual ſituation with thoſe expectations, as well as with our 
poſition in the month of June 1798. | 


56. At that time, even the moſt ſanguine diſpoſitions, and thoſe leaſt affected 
by the prevalent panic, would probably have been content to have detached Tippoo 
Sultaun from his alliance with the French Nation, in the hope that, without the aid 
of a French force, he would not attempt to diſturb the tranquillity of the Car- 
natic. : | |

57. Even at a later period, when the ſubverſion of the French party at Hy- 
derabad, the reſtoration of the Nizam to the condition of an efficient Ally, and the 
advanced ſtate of our military preparations, had inſpired a general ſpirit of confi- 
dence and zeal, the moſt confident and zealous would have deemed the iſſue of the 
approaching conteſt proſperous, as well as honorable, if ic had effected a conſider- 
able reduction of the power and reſources of Tippoo Sultaun, and had obtained a 
reaſonable indemnity for the expenſes of the Allies. | | 


58. | The entire deſtruction of Tippoo Sultaun's power, or the abſolute transfer 
of his reſources, to any hand leſs inimical or leſs violent, would have been deemed 
a glorious termination, even of a long and expenſive conteſt. | 


59. But the ſucceſs of your arms in the ſhort period of the late campaign, has 
not merely excluded the French from Myſore, provided an ample indemnity to 
| you and to your Ally for the charges of the war, deſtroyed the hoſtile power of 

Tippoo Sultaun, and effectually precluded its revival, but has transferred the ſword 
of your implacable enemy into your own hands, and turned to your uſe the main 
ſprings of his wealth and ſtrength. | | De 


| 60. By the Partition-Treaty of Myſore, you have acquired an augmentation ' 

of direct territorial revenue, to the annual amount of about Star Pagodas 6,47,04 1. 10. 
By the Subſidiary Treaty of Seringapatam you have ſecured an annual ſubſidy 
of Star Pagodas 7, oo, ooo, making, together with your new territorial revenue, the 
ſum of Star Pagodas 13, 47, 641. 10. and leaving (after deducting the proviſion al- 
lotted for the families of Hyder Ally Khan and Tippoo Sultaun) an annual increaſe 
of your funds in this quarter of India, equal to Star Pagodas 11, 47, 64 f. to. But a 
reaſonable expectation is entertained, that the territory acquired by the Company, 


under the Treaty of Myſore, will yield, in the courle of a few years, a ſum not leſs _ 
x ; tar 
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Star Pagodas 14,578,698. If ſuch an advance in the nominal revenue of the acquired 
diſtricts ſhould actually be realized, the poſitive augmentation of your available annual 
reſources, in conſequence of the late ſettlement of Myſore, will amount nearly to twenty 


- lacs of Star Pagodas: But in eſtimating the increaſe of your annual available reſources, 
fince the month of June, 1798, the. augmentation which took place in the ſubſidy 


Payable by the Nizam is not to be omitted. By the Treaty of Hyderabad, conelud- 


ed on the firſt of September, 1798, the annual ſubſidy was augmented from Arcot 


Rupees 6, 44, 556, to Arcot Rupees 24,17,100, making an increaſe annually of Ar- 
got Rupees 17,72,544, or Star Pagodas 5, 64, 982. Thus the total augmentation of 


Four available annual refources, fince June, 1798, in this quarter of your poſſeſſions, 


mounts actually to Star Pagodas 17,12,623, and if the revenue of the newly ac- 
wr territory ſhould be realized (according to juſt expeRation) will amount to Star 


godas 25, 43, 680. | 


61. Againſt theſe acquiſitions, muſt. be placed the expenſe of whatever addi- 
tions it may be found neceſſary to make your military force, either in confequence 
of the extenſion of your territory, or of the ſubſidiary engagements which have been 
contrated with the Nizam, and with the Rajah of Myſore, ur 


62, The ſubſidiary force at Hyderabad muſt be confidered as a part of your 


efficient ſtrength, prepared for your ſervice on any emergency, and ready to aid 
you, in any future war, as it has done in the laſt. It does not appear to me pro- 


bable, that it will be neceſſary to make any conſiderable addition to the military 
eſtabliſhment of Fort St. George, in conſequence of the Treaty of Hyderabad ; nor 


do I apprehend, that the requiſite increaſe of that eſtabliſhment, and of the army of 


Bombay, in conſequence of the two treaties - annexed to this diſpatch, will bear any 
roportion to the increaſe of your revenue and reſources : for it muſt never be for- 
otten, that while your territory has been extended, your frontier has been contrac- 


ted and ſtrengthened, your principal enemy utterly diſtroyed, and an Ally and de- 


pendant of the Company eſtabliſhed on his throne, > 


63. I do not yet poſſeſs the means of ſtating, with ſufficient accuracy, to your 


HFonorable Court, either the amount of the charges incurred in conſequence of the va- 


rious meaſures of preparation and precaution, which became neceſſary on the diſcovery 
of Tippoo Sultaun's hoſtile defigns in June, 1798, or the amount of the expenſe which 
15 to. be placed to the account of the operations of the late war. The accumulated 


Charges, both of our preparations and of the war, muſt be confiderable ; but when» 


ever z ſtatement of the expenſes of the late war can be ſubmitted to your Honorable 


© Caprt, your wiſdom and juſtice will neceſſarily diſtinguiſh the charges incurred for the 


*purpole of aflembling an effective army in the field, from thoſe actually belonging 


io the operations of your armies in Myſore, and to the ſiege of Seringapatam. 


64. From the moment that Tippoo Sultaun's negotiation had tranſpired, it 


became 
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became an indiſpenſable duty to place the Carnatic in a poſture of compleat defence. 
The experience of former wars with Myſore, the nature of the frontier of the 
Carnatic (expoſed, in various points, by its almoſt innumerable paſſes, to the incur- 
fion of the enemy,) the actual ſtate of affairs in India and in Europe, all concurred 
to convince me, that the only rational ſyſtem of defence againſt Tippoo Sultaun was, 
to aſſemble your armies on the Coaſts of Coromandel and Malabar, in ſuch force, in 
ſuch a ſtate of equipment, and in ſuch a poſition, as ſhould excite in the mind of 
the Sultaun, a juſt alarm for the ſafety of his capital. No other plan was calculated 
to ſecure the Carnatic againſt the ravages of his numerous cavalry ; becauſe no other 
plan would have compelled him to concentrate his forces within his own territories, 
for the defence of the vital point of his empire. His capital was not only the ob- 
ject of his pride, but the center of his power; it was the ſtrongeſt fortification, the 
principal granary of his army, his only arſenal, the repoſitory of his treaſure, and 
the priſon of the legitimate claimant of his throne, as well as of the families of all 
his great chieftains, whoſe obedience he ſecured. by retaining the object of their 
reverence and affection, within the walls of the fortreſs of Seringapatam. On the 
preſervation of that fortreſs, therefore, depended the fate of his empire, and (although 
I did not neglect any practicable precaution againſt the contrary courſe of events) my 
judgment was always decided, that he would never abandon the defence of Seringa- 
patam, but with his life. 


65. The ſucceſs of the plan (founded on this opinion) fully anſwered its primary 
purpoſe, fince no part of the Sultaun's force ventured to enter the Company's poſ- 
ſeſſions in the Carnatic during the late hoſtilities. It alſo fully anſwered the ſecon- 
dary f of enabling your armies (when our ſpecific negotiation had failed) to 
act offenſively, with prompritude, vigour, and effect. G . 


66. Neither the expenſe of the magazines of grain and other ſtores, on either 
Coaſt, nor of the batterring train, with its equipment of cattle, ought therefore to be 
charged to the account of the war; for every expenſe incurred previous to the 
3d February 1799 (the day on which Lieutenant General Harris received orders to 
march) muſt and would have been incurred, if no war had taken place, and ought to 
be charged to the account of the indiſpenſable defence of your poſſeſſions, according 
to the only plan which could provide effectually for that object. 0 

67. The expenſes of moving the battering train to Seringapatam, as well 
as of maintainining the army in Myſore, cannot have much exceeded the charges. 
which muſt have been continued, if the whole had remained within your frontier ; 
and when it is conſidered, that if the army with the battering train had not moved to 
Seringapatam, the expenſive, but neceſſary ſyſtem of defence already explained, 
muſt have been protracted, until all danger from Tippoo Sultaun's connection with 
the French ſhould have been averted, your Honorable Court will probably ſanction 
my decided opinion, that the rapid ä of the Britiſh forces towards the

meaſure which could have been adopted, to fruſtrate the views of the enemy, and to

68. For, on the one hand, no proſpect appeared of any practicable reduction in 
the expenſe of a defenfive ſyſtem, during the continuance of the war between Great 
Britain and France, while every hour of delay in the movement of our army, afforded 
to Tippoo Sultaun the means of increaſing his ſtrength, of receiving ſuccours from the 
French, and conſequently, of aggravating to the Company, both the expenſe and 
hazard of the impending conteſt, "6 3h e $6 


69. On the other hand, the ſtate of our army, the arrangements which had been 
made for its equipment and ſupply in every department, and the period of the ſeaſon, 
left no doubt, that the great object of the war would be attained in one ſhort cam 
paign. Nor did this calculation prove to have been in any degree ſanguine; for al- 
though an alarm of a deficiency of grain prevailed in the army before Seringapatam on 
the 16th of April, it appeared ſoon after, upon am accurate examination, that at that 
time, (excluſive of the immenſe depot eſtabliſned in the diſtrict of Coorga) a quantity 
of grain remained in camp, ſufficient to maintain the whole of the fighting men of 
the army, at half allowance, until the 2oth of May; and on the 13th of that month, 
Major General Floyd returned to Seringapatam, with the large ſupplies which had 
been forwarded from the Carnatic, under the care of Lieutenant Colonels Read and 
Brown. It may alſo be uſeful to remark, in this place, that if any accident had protract- 
ed the operations of the ſiege, beyond the 4th of May, ample time would ſtill have 
remained for the reduction of the place, previous to the riſing of the Cavery, ſince 
the four eldeſt ſons of Tippoo Sultaun, with an eſcort of 1,500 men, and a conſi- 
derable train of attendants, croſſed that river on the 18th of June, on which day the 
water was nearly as low as on the day of the aſſault. „„ .. 2h 


70. Reviewing all theſe circumſtances, your Honorable Court will hereafter 
compare the expenſe incurred by the movement of the army to Seringapatam, with 
the probable charges of any other practicable plan of policy, or of military operation. 
In any view of the ſubje it will probably appear, that the increaſe of your revenue and 
pecuniary reſources, obtained by the iſſue of. the war, far overbalances the combined ex- 
penſe of the preparations for your defence, and of the operations of the late campaign, 


; 71. But in addition to this poſitive indemnification for your expenſes, your 
Honorable Court will alſo conſider the augmentation of your commercial and military 
. reſources from the conqueſt of Myſore. Ob ; | 


72. Hitherto, all traffic between your ſubjects or dependants and thoſe of the 

Tate Sultaun was nearly prohibited, by the reſtrajnts to which his hatred of the Britiſh 
Nation, or his ignorance and prejudice, had ſubje&ed the communication with your 
| N poſſeſſions. 
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poſſeſſions. Theſe reftraints being removed, and every proper encouragement to 
commercial intercourſe” being ſubſtituted in their place, it may reaſonably be ex- 
pected, that the neighbouring, and now united countries of the Carnatic and My- 
fore, will mutually conſume a confiderable portion of their reſpective productions and 
manufactures, and that even a proportion of Britiſh commodities will ſoon find a market 
in Myſore. My information, with regard to the articles praduced, manufactured, 
or conſumed, in the countries acquired by the Company and by the Rzjah of Myſore, 
is at preſent too imperfect to enable me to form any accurate calculation of the poſſible 
increafe of the imports from the Coaſt of Malabar to Europe; but it appears probable, 
that your inveſtment in the article of pepper may ſoon be augmented, to any extent 
which you may deem adviſable. 


73 Your military reſources may be conſidered to have received a great aug- 
mentation, not only from the additional ſupplics of grain, proviſions, and catile, 
which yqur conneCtion with Myſore places at your diſpoſal, but from the new chan- 
nels which it opens for recruiting the native force, both of thePrefidencie s of Fort 
St. George and Bombay. Under this hea!, may alſo be conſidered the ſuperiority of 
the climate of Myfore, to any in this quarter of India, and the means which it affords 
of preſerving the health, and conſequent efficiency of European troops. 


74. Highly as I eſtimate theſe immediate and direct advantages of revenu ? 

of commercial and military reſource, I conſider the recent ſettlement of My. 
ſore to be equally im nt to your intereſts, in its tendency to encreaſe your politi 
cal conſideration and influence among the Native Powers of India, together with 
your means of maintaining internal tranquillity and order among your ſubjects and 
dependants, and of defending your poſſeſſions againſt any enemy, either Aſiatic or 
Buro pes... | | | 


75. Theſe are principles of ſubſtantial and durable ſecurity, the operation of 
which muſt be felt throughout every part of your poſſeſſions, and in every branch of 
your affairs both in India and Europe. | 


76. The balance which it was the policy of the Treaty of Seringapatam, in 
1792, to eſtabliſh between the Native Powers of India, was ſoon deranged by the 
courſe of events: our influence in the general ſcale proved inſufficient, not only to 
maintain peace between our Allies, but to check either the rapid decline of their 
reſpective reſources and ſtrength, or the growing aſcendency of the French faction at 
Hyderabad, on the ſyſtematic machinations of Tippoo Sultaun. Experience has 
manifeſted, that the power preſerved to that infatuated and reſtleſs Prince, muſt al- 
ways have been thrown into the ſcale oppoſed to our intereſts, and that, in no poſſi- 

blec ombination or conflict of the politics of Poonah and Hyderabad, could the 
interpoſition or neutrality of Tippoo Sultaun take a bias favourable to our ſecurity. If he

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was our diſturbanee : If he remained neuter, either in their diſſentions or union, it was 
to preſerve his own ſtrength unimpaired for that conteſt with ours, which formed the 
favourite ſcope of all his views. Ia no caſe, has his power been brought into action, 
or remained at reſt, without a hoſtile deſign, and an injurious effect to our influence. 
and conſideration. The balance is now in our own hands ; we now poſſeſs the irre- 
ſiſtible power, either of concentrating the moſt efficient part of the reſources of 
Myſore in one maſs, for our ſingle defence againſt any poſſible combination; or of 
throwing the ſame weight into that ſcale, which ſhall appear to require ſuch an aid, 
for the preſervation of the general tranquillity, on the ſolid baſis of moderation and

78. The intrigues of Tippoo Sultaun among the Rajahs inhabiting the Coaſt 
of Malabar, among the Poligars in-the Carnatic, and among every other deſcription 
of your diſaffected or refractory ſubjects, were the ſources of continual commotion 
within your territories, while the vicinity of the hoſtile frontier of Myſore offered 
refuge and impunity to every offender againſt your authority, and to every 
difturber of the publie peace. It may reaſonably be expected, that the eſtabliſhment 
of your influence in Myſore, will operate as a powerful check on the ſpirit of diſorder 
in your own poſſeſſions, and by removing the cauſes of internal weakneſs, may enable 
you to oppoſe every foreign attack with greater confidence and Figour. | 


79. Such appear to me to be the conſequences of the late ſettlement, as they | 
relate more immediately to the intereſts of the Honorable Company; but it will be 
proper to conſider them alſo as they affect our Allies. Tg 


80. The eſtabliſnment of a Hindoo State in Myſore, with the reſtoration of the 
temples and endowments of that religion, muſt be grateful to the Government of 
Poonah, independently of the advantages ariſing from the ſubſtitution of a power of 
the fame religion and of pacific views, in the place of an odious Mahomedan Uſur 
pation, ſcarcely leſs hoſtile to the Mahratta than to the Briciſh Nation. 97 


2 81. With regard to the Nizam, the ſolid and permanent benefits which have 
reſulted to his Highneſs from the recent improvement of his connection with the 
Company, and particularly from the new ſettlement of Myſore, are obvious and con- 
fiderable. The exiſtence of his throne was ſaved, by the deſtcuction of the French 
party at Hyderabad, in October 1798. The formidable power of Tippoo Sultaun, 
which perpetually menaced his Highneſs's poſſeſſions, and filled his court and domi- 
nions with intrigues and treaſon, has been annihilated, and a friendly and allied State 
eſtabliſned in Myſore. His Highneſs has received a large encreaſe of territory, reve- 
3 ; 1 ; | nue, 
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nue, and power, together with ſeveral important fortreſſes, tending greatly to ſecure 
the tranquillity of his dominions. His expenſes in the war have been inconfiderable ; 
and if a compariſon were to be inſtituted, of the advantages accruing to him and to 
the Company from the whole arrangement, thoſe obtained by his Highneſs would 
probably be found to preponderate : For the danger from which he has been delivered, 
was even more imminent than that which menaced the Company's poſſeſſions ; and 
while his expenſes have borne no proportion to ours, he has attained equal benefits, 
both of indemnification and ſecurity. The collateral benefirs derivable by the Com- 
pany from its connection with the Rajah of Myfore, will neceſſarily extend to the 
Nizam, and be ſcarcely leſs felt by him, than by us, while he ſhall remain faithful to 
his alliance with the Company. I have the ſatisfaction to know, that his moſt able 
and experienced counſellors are fully ſenfible of the extenſive and ſolid benefits ac- 
quired by his Highneſs, under the general operation of the late treaties, I am there- 
fore perſuaded, that his Highneſs's juſt ſenſe of the permanent intereſts of his State, 
will command his cordial co-operation in the maintenance of the new ſettlement. 


82. The intereſts of the Rajah of Myſore being identified with thoſe of the 
Company, and the ſafety, proſperity, and honor of the Peſhwa and of the Nizam 
being amply ſecured by the Treaties of Hyderabad and Myſore, and by the Sub- 
fidiary Treaty of Seringapatam, I entertain a confident expectation, that the recent 
ſettlement of the dominions of Tippoo Sultaun will prove not lefs durable than, I 
truſt, it will be found equitable in its fundamental principles, beneficial in its general 
operation, and conformable, in every point of view, to the liberal character of the 
Engliſh Eaſt-India Company, and to the juſt and moderate policy eſtabliſhed by 


Parliament for the Government of the Britiſh Empire in India.

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The following Particulars relative to the Conduct of Tippoo Sultaun, on the Day

Exrnacr of a LETTER from Camp at SERINGAPATAM. 


I fend you the following particulars relative to the conduct of the late Tippoo 
Sultaun on the 4th May, collected chiefly from the Killadar of Seringapatam, and 
from accounts given by ſome of his own ſervants. | 


Tho Sultaun · went out early in the morning, as was his cuſtom daily, to one of the 
cavaliers of the outer rampart of the north face, whence he could obſerve what was do- 
ing on both ſides: he remained there till about noon, when he took his uſual repaſt under 
a Pandal. It would appear, that he had at that time no ſuſpicion of the aſſault being 
ſo near; for when it was reported to him, that our parallels and approaches were 
unuſually crouded with . Europeans, he did not expreſs the leaſt apprehenſion, nor 
take any other precaution, but defiring the meſſenger to return to the weſt face 
with orders to Meer Gofhar, with the troops on duty near the breach, to keep a 


ſtrict guard, 


c A few minutes afterwards he was informed, that Meer Gof har had been killed 
by a cannon ſhot near the breach, which intelligence appeared to agitate him greatly. 
He immediately ordered the troops that were near him under arms, and his perſonal 
ſervants to lagd the carbines which they carried for his own uſe, and haſten along the 
ramparts towards the breach, accompanied by a ſelect guard and ſeveral of his chiefs, 
till he met a number of his troops flying before the van of the Europeans, who he 
perceived: had already mounted and gained the ramparts. Here he exerted himſelf 
to. rally the fugitives, and uniting them with his own guard, encouraged them by his 


voice and example to make a determined ſtand. He repeatedly fired on our troops 


himſelf, and one of his ſervants afferts, that he ſaw him bring down ſeveral Europeans 


near the top of the breach. 


* Notwithſtanding theſe exertions, when the front of the European flank com- 
panies of the left attack approached the ſpot where the Sultaun ſtood, he found him- 


ſelf almoſt entirely deſerted, and was forced to retire to the traverſes of the North

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Ramparts ; theſe he defended, one after another, with the braveſt of his men and 
officers, and aſſiſted by the fire of his people on the inner wall, he ſeveral times ob- 
liged the front of our troops, who were puſhing on with their uſual ardor, to make 2 
ſtand. The loſs here would have been much greater on our part, had not the light 
infantry and part of the battalion companies of the twelfth regiment, croffing the 


inner ditch, and mounting the rampart, driven the enemy from them, and taken in 


reverſe thoſe who, with the Sultaun, were defending the traverſes of the outer rams 


While any of his troops remained with him, the Sultaun continued to diſpute 
the ground, until be approached the paſſage acroſs the ditch to the gate of the inner 
fort; here he complained of pain and weakneſs in one of his legs, in which he had 
received a bad wound when very young, and ordering his horſe to be brought, he 
mounted; but ' ſeeing the Europeans fill advancing on both the ramparts, he made 
for the gate, followed by his palanquin and a number of officers, troops, and ſer- 
vants, It was then, probably, his intention either to have entered and ſhut the gate, 


in order to attack the ſmall body of our troops which had got into the inner fort, 


and if ſucceſsful in driving them out, to have attempted to have maintained it againſt 


us, or to endeavour to make his way to the palace and there make his laſt ſtand ; but 


— 


as he was croſſing to the gate by the communication from the outer rampart, he re- 
ceived a muſquet- ball in the right ſide, nearly as high as the breaſt; he however ſtill 
preſſed on, till he was ſtopped, about half way through the arch of the gateway, by 


the fire of the 12th light infantry from within, when he received a ſecond ball cloſe 


to the other. The horſe he rode on, being alſo wounded, ſunk under him, and his 
turban fell to the ground. Many of his people fell at the ſame time, on every ſide, by 


muſquetry, both from within and without the gate. 


e The fallen Sultaun was immediately raiſed by ſome of his adherents and placed 
upon his palanquin, under the arch, and on one ſide the gateway, where he lay or ſat 
for ſome minutes faint and exhauſted, till ſome Europeans entered the gateway. A 
fervant, who has ſurvived, relates that one of the ſoldiers ſeized the Sultaun's ſword- 
belt (which was very rich) and attempted to pull it off; that the Sulctun, who till 
held his ſword in his hand, made a cut at the ſoldier with all his remaining ſtrength, 
and wounded him about the knee, on which he put his piece to his ſhoulder, and ſhot 


the Sultaun through the temple, when he inſtantly expired. | x

About duſk, General Baird, in conſequence of information he had received 
at the Palace came with lights to the gate, accompanied by the late Killadar of the

ſort and others, to ſearch for the body of the Sultaun, and after much labour it was

found and brought from under a heap of ſlain to the inſide of the gate. The coun- 
tenance was no ways diſtorted, but had an expreſſion of ſtern compoſure; his turban, 
jacket, and ſword- belt were gone, but the body was recognized by ſome of his people, 
who were there, to be Padſbaw, and an officer who was preſent, with the leave of 
General Baird, took from off his right arm the Taliſman, which contained, ſewed up 
in pieces of fine flowered ſilk, an amulet of a brittle metallic ſubſtance of the colour 
of filver, and ſome manuſcripts in Magic Arabic and Perſian characters, the purport 
of which, had there been any doubt, would have ſufficiently aſcertained the identity 
of the Sultaun's body. It was placed on his own palanquin, and, by General Baird's 
orders, conveyed to the court of the Palace, where it remained during the night,, 
furniſhing a remarkable inſtance to thoſe who are given to reflection, of the uncer- 
tainty of human affairs. He, who had. left his Palace in the-morning a powerful, 
imperious Sultaun, full of vaſt ambitious projects, was brought back a lump of clay, 
his kingdom overthrown, his capital taken, and his Palace occupied by the very man, 
(Major General Baird) who about fifteen years before had been, with other victims of 
his cruelty and tyranny, releaſed from near four years of rigid confinement in irons,. 
ſcarce three hundred yards from the ſpot where the corpſe of the Sultaun now lay. 


'<© Thus ended the life and the power of Tippoo Sultaun. It will require an. 
able pen to delineate a character apparently ſo inconſiſtent, but he who attempts it 


muſt not decide haſtily.” 
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
